The-Nonopolistic Firefy Holds tha 

veeret For the Selentists, 

In’ the field of light produced from 
elecitjelty It seems on the whole that 
the next radical step in advance will 
be in the way of rendering guses in- 
candescent. - 

The most fascinating, because the 
most recondite, ficid is that variously 
known as fluorescence and phosphor- 
‘escence. This includes the means of 
producing Hgbt on which the fireflies i 
and their tribe bave thos ar held’an | 
absolute monopoly and 1s the only 
method apparently of producing an 
absolutely “cokl ght.” “Compared 
with the other felds in which progress 
is likely this one is comparatively un- 

| explored, The tendency to consider 
electricity the essence of energy and 
even of life itself has undoubtedly di- 
verted much attention which would 
otherwise have been given to other ; 
Gelds of inquiry. If one-tenth of the | 
scientists who are pushing forth Into 
the domains of electricity would de- 
Vote their energies toward solving the 
problem of producing cold light by 
the means which Insects use to pro- 
duce it we should perhaps obtain re- 
sults which would demonstrate that 
light may be commercially produced | 
without dissipating 05 per cent of en- 
ergy as heat.

In conclusion it may be said that the 
most probable improvement in electric 
Nghting In the near future will be the 
use of incandescent gas as the light 
radiator. 

It would not be more surprising than 
miny othor-Trecent discoveries if a 
inet a gvoersting light entirely dit- 
ferent from any now in use should be 
developed to a commercial extent be- 
fore the present generation bas passed 
away, The properties of the element 
radium thus far determined will fur- 
nish ample basis for one who Is dis- 
Posed to speculate on the light of the 
future,—E. Leavenworth Eliott in Cen- 
tral Station. 





A War Ship's Mascot, 

The mascot of the battle ship Massa- 
chusctts is a three Jegged dog named |

ship at Culebra Island, West Indies, 
When the ship was in New York har- 
bor last winter the dog was allowed to 
fo ashore with several of the men and 
while on the dock was attacked by 
Rum, the mascot of the training ship 
Hartford. For awhile both dogs put up 
& gatne fight until Rodger slipped and 
caught his right bind leg between two 
planks, This was an opportunity for 
Bum to get the better of Rodger, and 
he rushed at him and, burying his teeth 
in the back of Rodger's neck, tricd to 
shake him. As a@ result the mascot of 
the Massachusetts had his leg broken, 
and the boys separated them and car- 
ried their pet to the hospital, where it 
was found necessary to amputate It. 
On his return to the ship Rodger was 
unanimously elected an honorary mem- 
ber of the crew. 









A Gallo-Helvetic Cemetery. 

An important archwological discov- 
ery bas been made at Vevey, on the 
Lake of Geneva, of a Gallo Helvetic 
cemetery dating back to the period 
when Switzerland was inhabited by 
the Ifelvetil. The cemetery contains 
thirty-one tombs, which were dug 400 
years before the Christian era. A wo- 
man was discovered in a tomb wearing 
a number of Jewels, while a soldier had 
been buried with bis arins.

MEDICAL DELUSIONS. 


Ao Olid Family Pays cian Telle of Keme 
of His Experienees—The “sare” 
Disrases of Childheoed. 





Tredition and superstition, it ‘is 
said, die hard, and even in ° this 
twentieth century, the age of educa- 
tron and progress, it is surprising 
what erroneous and delusive ideas 
prevail regarding melical matters 

In some of the more commou ai- 
ments of children a doctor hears st 
times: peculiar views expressed. Many 
Patients are under the iimpressice 
that it is for thefr children’s wellare 
that they should contract while 
Seung such discaxs as ineasles, 
whooping cough, and chickenpox, or 
gilaxsipox, and they will even go so 
far as to expose them to infection so 
as to, aS they express it, “get it 
over and done with.”* 

Asa matter of fact, there is no 
reason or necessity why any child 
should suffer from any of these dis- 
eases. Happy is the family that vs- 
capes them, for then’ thcre ig g 
chance of the youngsters growing up 
healthy men and women ond useful 
members of society, 

Most crronrous ideas prevail as to 
the effect of these complaints of 
childhood. I have often heard it 
said: “Oh, it’s only measies!"’ or 
chickenpox, as the case may be; 
quite oblivious to after effects. Any 
one who would take the trouble to 
read health statistics would soon be 
convinced that measies especially is 
not to be trifled with, And = yet 
medical men, 98 a rule, find a reck- 
less disregard for isolation, and in 
many cases not even the precaution 
of calling in the family doctor, the 
result being, naturally, that tho dis 
ease spreads at its own sweet will 
and often works havoc, 

In the treatment of this complaint, 
again, delusions and crroncous ideas 
exist among a large number of the 
community. Tradition, so it ap 
pears, to ine, is more prevalent with 
regard to measles than almost any 
other children’s disease. 

A remedy that has been handed 
down from mother to daughter for f 
don’t know how many generations is 
saffron.

The eye of a newborn infant turns at 
once toward the Ught, significant to 
more ways than one of the future 
necds of its being. The eyes of a baby 
at birth are but imperfectly developed; 
the eyebrows and eyelashes are short 
and thin; the eyelids are almost trans- 


parent and allow much light to pass | 


through them; the Iris is very imper- 
fect and lacks the pigment which 
comes with the growth of the baby. 
It is the Isck of this pigment that 


makes the eyes of all newborn Infants | 


of the same color—namely, a dark blue. 
The Nght, which is the natural stim- 
ulus to the eye, if too strong becomes 
nn enemy to the young. Infants should 
learn to use their eyes litle by little, 
the same as they learn to use their 
limbs. The resting place of the baby 
should be turned away from the light 


‘of the window and so directed that no 


strong rays of Nght will fall ditectly 
on the eye. Especially should the eyes 
be protected from artificial light.

Clyde Kagtacera Called. 


Glasgow, Jan. 4.—A large aumber 
of Clyde marine engineera received 
cable ordery from the Japanese Gov- 
ernment Saturday to proceed dm- 
inedlately to Japan, These engincera 
were chgaged by the Japanese six 
months ago on the condition that 
they would be called on if active sers 
vice was probable, Full instructions 
Were sent them in cipher. They will 
go to the Far East by way of Can- 
ada. 

War Correspondents on the Way. 

London, Jan, 4.—The Cunard Line 
steamer Umbria, which sailed from 
Liverpool for New York Saturday, 
took among her passengers Melton 
Prior, the war artist and corrempon- 
dent of The Illustrated London 
‘News, who is on his way to Japan. 
The other correspondents who have 
already started include H. J. Whig- 
ham and EF, F. Knight, both of The 
Morning Post of London. 

Bas Beize a Fert, 

Tokio, Jan, 4.—The report is cur« 
rent that the Japanese squadron of 
six armored cruisers, under Admiral 
Kamimura, now at Sascho, will seize 
the port of Masampho, Corea. In 
well-informed circles, however, it is 
doubted that Japan would seize 
Masampho or any Corean port, ex- 
cept to forestall Russia in the event 
of the latter showing evidences of 
any intention to take such a, step, 
or in the event of the negotiations 
between the two countries finally 
ending in failure. Great activity pre 
vails, and the force of workmen has 
been increased at the Osaka arsenal. 
The holidays of the arsenal operativ- 
ea have been curtailed in order to 
hurry the work in hand. 

Raosian (ruscor Gaile. 

Bizerta, Tunis, Jan, 4.—The Rus- 
sian crusier Aurora sailed vesterday 
for Alexandra, but, in accordance 
with telegraphic instructions, the ro- 
mainder of the squadron destined for 
service in the Far East bas post- 
poned its departure. 

Gutbreak surely Coming. 


Pekin, Jan, 4.—In the various for.’ 


eign Legations here the opinion § is 
prevalent that war between Japan 
and Russia is inevitable. This epin- 
ion is based on tho latest despatches 
from Tokio and on the conviction 
that it is not a question of details 
which separated Russia and Japan, 
but the vital principle, asto whether 
Japan posecescs the right to a voice 
in the settlement of questidns con- 
nected with the Hussian upation 
of Manchuria, \ 

Russia has all along denied this 
right, and unless/ her reply shows 
that she has receded, which is not 
expected to be thé case, it will prob- 
ably provoke an ultimatum from 
Japan, whose determination to re 
sort to arms in support of her 
claim is unquestioned, Advices from 
Manchuria represent the Russian offi- 
cials there as being surprised at Ja- 
pan's readiness to fight. 

Gen. Yuan Shai Kai, commander- 
in-chief of the army and navy, has 
asked to be relieved of all his minor 
offices so that he may devote all his 
energics to the reorganization of the 
ariny. While the Government ig de- 
termined to remain neutral as long 
as possible, it / fully recognizes the 
possibilities of beconung involved in 
the event of war. 

Situation Unchanged. 

London, Jan. 4.—According to Bar- 
on Hayashi, the Japanese Minister, 
the Far Eastern situation 


remains 
unchanged. Within a few days the 
cruisers Kasaga and Niasin, which 


were bought from Argentine by Ja- 
pan, will be formally delivered to 
Japan at Genoa. The Japanese flag 
will bo rum up and the Japanese 
Legation hopes thereby to avoid pany 
objections on the part of tho Italian 
Government regarding the sailing of 
the cruisers should hostilities begin 
before they are ready for sea.

KITCHEN HELPS. 


Kitchen floors painted with boiled 
Unseed ofl are very easily cleaned. 

Kerosene oll and whiting mixed will 
Temove fron rust. This combination 
wilt also clean tins perfectly and will 
remove stains from porcelain baking 
dishes. 

If in covering a kitchen table with 
olicloth a layer.of brown paper is put 
on first, it will prevent the ollcioth 
cracking and make it wear three times 
as long. 

Saucepans that hare been badly 
burned can be remedied by boiling 
soda in them—a small teaspoonful of 
baking soda to the average “burn,” 
with whter.enough to keep it from boll- 
ing dry. Boll ten or fifteen minutes. 





Brass pans should be cleaned before< 


‘ase, Rub them with salt and vinegar; 
then rinse thoroughly with water and 
dry with a soft cloth. Thus you may 
be sure that the pans are free from 
verdigris, which js a strong polson 
Keep a pair of scissors on a nail in 
the kitchen and do not allow them to 
be taken to any part of the house, even 
If you have to resort to tying them 
there. They are often needed, and it 
is a waste of time to be obliged to run 
to some other room for another pair.

Flannels For Babics.

Now, it is true that 
nothing protects from drafts and 
changes of temperature so well as flan- 
nel. It 1s also true that nothing avall- 
able for bables {s so soft to the touch 
as linen. Combine the two. Make the 
abdominal band with a nen lining 
and have both linen and flannel shirts 
if necessary. 





A White Soup, 

Harper's Bazar recommends for the 
soup course at a luncheon this white 
soup made from almond milk: Blanch 
balf a pound of Jordan almonds and 
ten bitter almonds and pound together 
{n a mortar, moistening from time to 
time with milk until a pint has been 
used. -Strain through a fine cheese 
cloth. Scald three cups of milk with 
two tablespoonfuls of sugar and half 
& teaspoonful of salt. Stir in the 
almond milk and continue stirring un- 
til it is hot, when serve at once with 
croutons, For these cut thin rounds of 
bread one inch in diameter, arrange on 
a baking sheet and sprinkle with fine 
pugar.

Los Angeles, Cal., Jan. 3.—In this 
sermon, preached here to-day to an 
audicnce representing many atates of 
the Union, Pastor Talmage sounds a 
vigorous call for increased gospel ac- 
tivities in many fields during the 
New Year and especially among thoso 
that He nearest at hand. The text is 
Matt. xx, 7, “Go ye algo into the 
vineyard.”* : 

A prospective theme! It is especiagl- 
ly appropriate for the first sermon of 
a new year. This is not a time to 
sound g requicm over tho dead. It 
is a time when the gospel colors 
should be unfurled defiantly to the 
breeze and when an uggressive catm- 
Paign should be planned for invading 
the strongholds of evil surrounded 
by Satanic intrenchments. ‘Forward 
march!"’ should be the command all 
along the lines, not “Mark time!”’ 
not “Blalt!"’ not “Fall back!”* not 
dctailment for sentinel duty. We 
should have for the gospel ranks ao 
grand charge and not a tattoo. 
There should be no willingness to 
sicep upon our arms in peace, 

A negative policy will never cap- 
ture this old world for Christ. It is 
well at times to preach the com- 
mand, ‘Thou shalt not." The Chris 
tian is called to a life of positive, 
active sorvice. On the first Sunday 
of a new year, when plans are being 
made for the next twelve months, I 
would remind you of that call, I 
would direct your attention to glor- 
ious opportunities for Christian use- 
fulness within your reach, and I as- 
Bure you that in availing yourselves 
of them you will not only benefit oth- 
ers, but will receive a blessing in 
your own soul. It is ever true that 
“they who water others shall them- 
sclvcs be watered.”’ 

There is work, unlimited work, 
tremendous, overpowering and vital 
work, to do among’ the Sunday 
schools of America. ‘This gospel 
work is the more important because 
it must be done quickly or jit will 
never be done at all. ‘The verdant 
fields of childhood do not stay ver- 
dant long. Our own children scem to 
spring up under our very eye. It is 
but a short time since they were 
babies. Now they are boys and girls. 
Soon they will be grown men and 
women, We go back to visit the 
scenes of our childhood which we 
left only a few years ago, and we 
find that the companions of our 
youth are now grown up and mar- 
ried and have babies of their own. 
When Lord Lawrence, viceroy of In- 
dia, was about to Icave for Calcutta 
he biirst into tears as he bid goodby 
to his youngest child. Turning aside 
from his family, he said to his wife: 
“I will never see my baby Bertie 
again, When I mect him once more 
he will have ceased to be a baby.” 
Thus if you would work for Christ 
among the children you must hasten 
in your work, 

Sunday school work offers an un- 
limited ficld for gospel effort. Many, 
many are tho children ainong whom 
the carnest disciple can labor. ‘The 
multitudes of pattering fect fairly fill 
the carth with music when these in- 
fantile throngs every morning start 
on their daily tramp to the public 
schools.* In order to house them for 
educational purposes millions upon 
millions of dollars must be spent an- 
nually, No Christian disciple need be 
afraid of building upon another 
man's foundation when he goes to 
work for Christ among tho little 
children, 

“But, the church member says, 
“how am I to get a Sunday school 
class? How am [| to work among the 
children? When I enter unm ordinary. 
Sunday school I tind all the cfasses 
provided with teachers. Shall 1 try 
to steal away tho scholars fram some 
other teacher?’* Oh, no, my, friend. 
No good is ever accomplish for 
Christ by theft. What you! should 
do is to yo out and get your own 
Sunday school class. There /are scor- 
es and perhaps hundreds of little 
children living near you who may 
never have heard the, name of Jesus 
uttered in prayer, Go after them 
whether they are dressed in rags or 
in silks. Go after them even though 
you must beg shoes for their feet and 
clothing for their backs. Go after 
them whéther they may be in palace 
or in hut. Go after thom and beg 
them to come. Go after them oven 
if you have to bribe your way into 
their aficctions with candy and dolls 
and with social calin. 

"But," you say aguin, ‘supposing 
I should do as you say.) Supposing 
I should get my Sunday/school class 
together; then what shall I teach? 1 
ant only a huwble follower of Christ, 
I know practically nothing about tho 
Bible.’’) Well, my Christian friend, if 
you gather your children in Christ’s 
name I have no fears about the 
spiritual results. ‘The older I grow 
the more I believe that the most im- 
portant requisite for eflective work 
as a Sunday school teacher is a lov- 
ing, consecrated beart. Intellectual 
ability Is valuable in its place, and 
tho better the teacher ix equipped the 
better it is for the children. But the 
essential quality is love for Christ 
and for souls. Without that quality 





.the most highly educated teacher is 


a cold, unimpressive personality. Ice- 
bergs may be very beautiful to look 
at, especially when reflecting the rays 
of the rising sun, but icebergs are 
cold shrines before which to bow and 
forbidding hearthatones near which 


me. 
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to build a family altar, Many {n- 
tellcctual bkains are) merely over- 
awing icebergs, They repel rather 
than attract; they frighten rather 
than soothe. Tho Sunday school 
teacher needs a warm, loving heart 
far. more than ho needs an intellcc- 
tual brain, If as a consccrated gos- 
pol teacher you will weck by week 
come to your classes glowing with 
Christian enthusiasm; if you will 


with that Christian enthusiasm study « 


well over your Bible and your *‘Sun- 
day School Lesson Helps,"’ there will 
be no need of fearing about wiht you 
will say. You will not only lead 
‘your scholars to Christ, but in teach- 
ing them you will yourself come 
nearer and nearer to your Saviour. 
Sunday school work is of the most 
vital importance. Among all the 
fields open for gospel labor I~ have 
purposely placed it first, because I 
bellove it to be the most important 


-of all. No one can fully estimate the 
who ! 
are now pinying aoout our aours. . 


future influence of the children 


We, in Christ’s name, can place our 
hands upon tho children. In Sunday 
school work we can say, ‘‘The child- 
ren will be greater than all, because 
the children of to-day will be the 
men and the women of to-morrow.*’ 
If you can save the cradics and tho 
nurseries for Christ, you can save the 
world for Christ. I plead and beg of 


yoy, Christian disciples, to expend a! 
great part of your gospel energies in | 


working among tho children. 

Another gate stands wide open for 
practical gospel usefulness. This gato 
leads into a ficld aglow with ripened 
human grain, ready to be garnered. 
It is crowded with young pcople. 
But, though crowded with the young 
men and maidens, yet .each -pnasen- 
ger train coming into our Jarge cit- 
ies is emptying part of its load into 
this field as the freight trains daily 
disgorge their cattle and horses and 
sheep into the Chiengo stock yards, 
and yet there is always recom for 
more. Young men and maidens, li o 
children, seem to be everywhere, Who 
will help save thom? Church mem- 
ber, is not Christ calling you to go 
and labor among the stalwart pines 
of youth as well as to use the gospel 
ax among tho gnarled and worm cat- 
en branches of sinful old age? 

How is the Christian to go after 
the young people? ‘Simply enough. 
He is to go ufter them with th: 
game Vigor as the agents of evil go 
after their prey. Here, for instam:e, 
is a young man who comes into a 
largo city. He has no friends. 
Through an old acquaintance of his 
father he gets o position im your 
store. He has a small bedroom in a 
city boarding hous, How is the 
Christian disciple to grect hin? Is 
he to merely pass @ “Good morning’ 
or is he to go to that young man 
and open’ a conversation something 
like this: “Good morning! 
a stranger in the city? Are you from 
a Christian hone? Of course you 
have no church connections as yet. 
Will you not como down to our 
church next Sunday moining? Wo 
have our Christian Endeavor social 
next Thursday night. I wish that I 
could introduce you to some of our 
young people. It is very easy to 
drift among bad associates in a 
large town like this, I want you to 
get among the good people. We have 
some fine young folks up at our 
church. I know that you will get a 
warm velcome. Perhaps you do not 
know tho city well enough to tind 
your way. Coine with mie to supper, 
and we will go together, or I will 
call at your room for you." How 
many young men, strongers in «a 
largo city, are there who would re 
fuse an invitation to come among 
Christian people if thus acecsted? 
The reason the young people do not 
come into 
caus they are not personally invited 
to come. This invitation duty rests 
with the new convert as well as with 
the old. 

But,’ some aged chureh member 
suys, “this invitation duty to the 
young folks may apply to others, but 
not to me. Lam not fitted for work 
among the young, My hair is gray. 
My nerves are not steaty, FT have 
postponed coming to Christ until 1 
have pussed my two score and ten, 
It needs q young person to work for 
Christ among the young."” No, my 
aged, gray haired friend; you arée 
wrong There is only one person 
more fitted to Neg we, ey the young 
than a Christian koe man or a 
young woman. ‘Thag’ person is a 
Christion gray haired man or wo- 
man who is still blessed with a 
young heart. Aced Christian friend, 
great opportunities of gospel useful- 
ess oare open to you among the 
young folks if you will only go to 
them in the spirit of loving conse- 
cration, They are opes if you will 
only go to the young folks in’ a 
plain, practical way in.the name of 
Jesus Christ. 

Another glorious ficld of Christian 
usefulness is to be found in mission- 
ary work. What do I mean by that? 
Christian labor among the cannibals 
of the south seas? Among the fur 
robed Exkimos, in their igtoos, of the 
icy north? Among the tattooed Ma-. 
oris of New Zealand aad the half 
civilized natives of the Orient? Oh, 
yes. They are all included in that 
term, *‘‘missionary work."’ The divine 
coinmand, ‘Go ye, therefore, and 
teach all nations, baptzing them in 
the natne of the Father and the Son 
and the Holy Ghost,"* has a world- 
wids significance, One of the first 
duties of a Christian is to work for 
the foreign missionary society of his 
church. 

But in reference {o missionary’ 
work I had in mind ‘also another in- 
terpretation, [ mean Christian labor 
among those who are living in your 
back alleys, Christian labor among 
the poor and the secial outcasts, 
Christian labor, as a lady seme time 
aco @xpressed it to me in a heauti- 
ful letter, She wrote atking nm if ¥ 


know of any crippled ctild whe had 
no friends, She wanted to ado; } that 
child. She well knew that the  able- 
bodied children might ¢itiinate'y be 


able to take care of themsclyes, but 
the crippled child never, Therefore 


she wanted to adopt a crippled child | 


and care’ for the boy vhile she Hved 
and Icave inoney hough in her will 
to care for the child gfter she was 
dead.

spirit! To care for the cripples and 

tho helpless—the moral and physical 
i cripples. You can find them in the 
‘slums. You can hear them knocking 

at your door. 

| How can the Christian work in the 
slums? By giving at Icast one evcn- 
ing of cach week if possible to work 
in one of the city’s rescue missions. 
You have a good voice. Go to those 
tneetings and sing. They need you. 
You know or should know how to 
pray. Go there‘and lead in prayer. 
if you can do no more you can at 
Ieast give out a hymn: book and 
smile q welcome. Go there and do 
that. How can you do_ missionary 
work in the back alley? Go and visit 
the poor nmomes anat are way @ 
stone’a throw from: your door. You 
will find. there pcople who are silent- 
ly yet nobly struggling for life. It 
was well xaid by a great Christian 
lender, *“The deserving poor are those 
whom you have to seck and not 
those who seck you.”’ Go in Christ's 
name and hunt the deserving poor— 
the halt, the lame, the blind. 

Another glorious field for Christian 
activity is found in hospital work, It 
is found where Christ spent inost of 
his earthly ministry—namely, among 
the sick. It is found in going 
through the wards filled with white 
cots and leaving here a flower and 
{ there a word of encouragement and 
yonder q prayer. It is found in the 
_ children’s wards, where many little 
oncs are cursed with a futjle strug- 
gle for physical existence, cursed 
from tho moment they were born. It 
is found in the old people's homes, 
where the aged and the physically 

infirm, sometimnes petulantly, somoe- 

times lovingly and longingly. are 
j waitirg for the last summons to join 

the silent majority beyond. 
| But though the hospitals are filled 
‘to overflowing, how few of us ever 
think of going there to carry a 
Christ's message of good cheer! When 
we think of genuine Christian work 
we ate apt to look for that work 
far beyond the seas. We do not, ap- 
preciate the opportunities that are at 
our very doora, 

But there is still one more field of 
Christian activity to which I would 
direct your attention. That is to 
the side rooms where the after-mect- 
ings should be held in every Chris- 
tinn church immediately following 
the benediction of the Sunday night 
fervices, That is the place where the 
gospel net is drawn. ‘That~ is the 
room in which after a week of prayer 
the sinners are given a direct invi- 
tation to join the church. There they 
are brought face to face with Jesus 
Christ eye urged to make a de- 
cision in re inal ote soul's cter- 
nal destiny. t is‘the one place 
above all others the Christian 
should expect to see the direct re- 
salts of hie spiritual labors. It is the 
one place toward which all his schol- 
ars and young people should’ con- 
verge and concentre and find its gos- 
Pel climax, 

} ‘The busiest and most intense Chris- 
tian worker should be found in the 
| Sunday night after-meeting. No sin- 
‘ner should be there to whom a 
‘ church member would be unwilling to

A noticeable trait of Chinese charac 
ter and one fostered. if not generated, 
by Buddbistic teaching fs an undemon- 
strative fondness for animals, or, I 
might rather say, a passive admission 
of thelr right to considerate treatment.

MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS 


Vote Polled Was Not Large Ow- 
Ing to Extreme Cold Weather 








Municipal Ownership Backed By Masy 
Tewns—Leoog List of Bylaws, Aiming 
at Leeal Imprevemeats, Carried By 
the Peeplo—Leeal Option Carried in 
the Tewn ef fTereate Jonetica— 
Mayers Elected. 


Toronto, Jam. 5.—Elections . were 
held in the cities, towns, villages and 
municipalities of the Province yes- 
terday, but the vote polled was not 
large, owing to the soverity of the 
weather, and in many cases to the 
lack of interest caused by so many 
elections by acclamation to the chief 
executive positions. On the whole, 
the results are important in a great 
measure by reason of the number of 
bylaws passed upon by the electors. 

Municipal ownership came well to 
the fore in the estimation of the peo- 
ple. Ingersoll {rdwned on the pro- 
Posal to purchase the gas and the 
electric planta, but Watcrloo and 
Belleville smiled, whilo Peterboro 
showed its intention of controlling 
its street railway system. 

Local improvements and induce- 
ments, to factorice to cetablish plants 
met with approval. Brockville will 
spend $25,000 in improving its olec- 
tric light plant. Stayner will bor- 
row $10,000 for new sidewalks, St. 
Thomas will bonus the Marquette 
car shops; and 8o all along thr line. 

Woodstock voted to build a free 
library, while St. Mary’s decided to 
accept a gift from Carnegie. 

One voting machine, a home made 
article, was tried with success at 
Colborne.

Local option carried yesterday ia 
the Town of Toronto Junction (popu- 
lation over 7,500). It was defeated 
in York Township (population about 
11,000). It was also carricd in the 
Township of Niagara, Lincoln Coun- 
ty.

Kingsville—Bylaw granting loan to 
Gingsville Woollen Mills was carried 
by a vote of 216 to 19.

Fireman Hutt was killed by a fall- 
ing stone cornice, and Col, Liardet, 
secretary of the club, received injur- 
ics from which he died in the hospi- 
tal. Miss Oman, bookkeeper for the 
club, jumped and had her Ieg broken 





and sustained internal injuries. Fire- 

Ltnen Ruddy, Plouffe and Mullen were 
slightly hurt, and James Wilkinson} 
a newspaper carrier, had his tocs 
broken. Wilkinson> while delivering 
papers at 7 o'clock, found the lower 
Portion of the club, at’ Sherbrooke 
and Stanley streets, in fames.

Col. Léardet was evidently awaken-

turing on Canada: He is Teported as 
follows in the paper alluded to: 

Ald. J. R. Hogg gave selections 
from his keturo on “Impressions of 
Canada," after which a number of 


Canadian views were oe the 
screen, and Mr. W. L. ‘Retty-with the 
bloscupe, gave a trip of three thou. 
sand miles of Canadian Soencry. The 
chief Impressions the chairman dwelt 
Upon were the enormous extent of 
Canada, the unswerving Wwyalty of 
the people to the Old Country, and 
thelr love for he Metlier Land, the 
great natural resources of the cqun- 
try and the sobriety of the people, 
ie expressed himself as bound to re. 
pel the slander on the Canadian peo- 
ple, that unless a chanze were Made 
ut our fiscal system, Canada would 
be Jess loyal thar it was, and he read 
the following extract from the 
speech of one of the Canadian repre- 
sentatives (an ex-Muayor 6f the City 
of Helleyile, Mr. J. W. Joh to 
the yreat conference at Montreary, 
“No matter what the result ot this 
convention may be, I can Gay, that 
Canada's national aspirations are 
all in one direotion. \We shall remain 
subject of the King, we shall remain 
within the Empire, and keep our Do- 
minion one of the nations that make 
up the great British Empire, and we 
shall continue loyal to the old flag, 
that is ours by Inheritance as well 
4% ours by choice, no matter what 
the result of this debate may be." 
(Applause.) In that he expreased the 
sentiments of the whole Canadlan 
people, and he hoped, therefore, they 
would in future repel the suggestion 
of the smallest of those little ‘Eng- 
landers, who would persuade them 
that the loyalty of the Canadians de- 
pended on the sordid foundation of 
pounds shillings and pence, (Applause.) 
i's concluding impression was the 
security which Canada gave for the 
Permanency of the [ritish Empire 
and the Uritish race. Dr. Hodgkin, 
in one cf his books, has told them 
tNat the history of the great em- 
pires of antiquity seemed to indicate 
that nations, like individuals, had 
their periods of youth, of manhood, 
of old age and death. “Assyria, Grecee, 
Rome, Carthage, where are they 2” 
That might be true of their nation, 
and sometimes when he had wander. 
ed amid the great temples under the 
shadow of the Pyramids and the 
Sphynx in Egypt, the names of whose 
builders are long since forgotten, and 
whgn ho had seen in the forum at 
T ¢ their mighty structures crumb- 
ling to decay, he had usked himself 
the question, “Was it true?" Was 
it true that the day would come 
when the New Zealander would si¢ 
on what was feft of London Bridge, 
and gaze on the ruins of Westmin. 
ster? He was a confirmed optimist 
in the tnatter, and believed that the 
Old Country had not yet arrived at 
full manhood. (Applause) But what. 
ever might be the fate of the Brit. 
ish Isles they looked to Canada, to 
Australia, to New Yealand, and to 
the great galaxy of nations that had 
sprung from their ons. They saw 
there a mighty people that would 
continue the same language and 
honor the same flag, peoples who had 
already entered upon their glorious 
heritage, and would fulfil a still 
more glorious destiny. (Applause,)

INGALLS AND SHERMAN? 


How the Kaneas Senator Waited For - 





Two Years to t Even, 
In the course of his memoirs of de 
parted statesmen Senator Vest tells of 
a sharp passage between Senator John 
J. Ingalls and Senator John Sherman. 
Ingalls had reported from the pen 
sious comniittee a’ bill granting a pen- 
sion to all who had served thirty days 
in the Federal army. He stated tint 
the bill had been unanimously indorsed 
by the Republican vatlonal convention, 
Tie. moved an immediate consideration 
and resumed his seat. “Tha,Democrat- 
ie senators fclt much delicacy in op- 
posing any pensions proposed .by the 
Republicans,” say's Senator Vest, “and 
they knew tliat any oppositién on thelr 
part would be quoted as evidence of 
thelr hostility to Union solders. There 
was profound silence for a moment, 
and: Senator Shennan then addressed 
the chair, stating that the time had not 
yet come for service pensions to the 
soldiers of the last war. He stated that 
no convention, national or state, bad 
the right to instruct him as to bis sen- 
atorial duty, and he objected to the 
present consideration of the bill. Tha 
measure went to the calendar and died 
there, while the crowd of: pension at- 
torneya who had originated the scheme 
formed a sad procession ag they filed 
out of thé galleries, uttering fierce 
anathemas against the Obio senator.” 
Senator Vest declares that Ingalls, 
“who never forgot nor forgave, nursed 
his wrath and two years afterward had 
his revenge when Sherman appeared 
before the District of Columbia com 
mittee, of which Ingalls was chairman, 
and advocated an appropriation bill 
Providing for the extension of Four 
teenth street to Columbia heights, 
where Sherman was a large owner of 
real estate. Senator Sherman in urg- 
ing the bill said that Washington 
should be made the most beautiful cap- 
ital in the world and should have 
streets, parks and public buildings 
equal to those of Rome when she was 
mistress of the world. Ingalls dryly 
remarked that be had no objection to 
improving Washington city so as to 
make jt the superior of Rome in every 
respect, but that he had never heard of 
a Roman senator asking for an exten- 
sion of the Applan Way at public ex- 
pense In order to increase the value of 
} his suburban property.” 

But after this telling shot the Kan- 
sas senator voted for the measure.— 
Kansas City Journal.

FORMER” RELLEVILLIAN, WHO

cheese for 1003 will bring 828,000,-

Outlook Is Very Wariike im the Far Kast, 
Accerdisg to the Tekie Correspondent 
of the Dally Telegraph—Steamer Eer- 
vice From Hebe to Ceres Suspended 
Owing te Apprebession of War—Chin- 
ose Crulsera Ordered te Get Meads. 


London, Jan. 6.—‘‘Nobody will sus- 
pect the captain of a man-of-war of 
being a scheming alarmist,”’ says 
‘The Standard editorially this morn- 
ing. ‘This sentence expresses the view 
taken by tho press of Great Britain 
of the grave condition of things in 
the Far East, as revealed by the 
fact that the United States Govern- 
ment finds it necessary to send ma- 
rines to Scoul for the protec{ibn of 
American interests.

On returning to Washington he open- 
ed a blacksmith shop and soon had all 


the’ work he could do. At that time ' 
Washington was a frontier settlement, 


and nearly all the men went armed, 
the weapon most relied upon being the 
knife, All kinds of characters went 
there, the most desperate of despera- 
docs as well as men of gentle mold, 
but all understood that each man must 
look out for himself. Finding the de 
mand for the knives being so great, 
Black applied himself largely to manu- 
factur! them, and especially to tem- 
the stcel of which they were 
made, It soon became known that bie 
knives were the best that could be ob- 
tained, and bis reputation spread far 
and wide, The shape of the kuife was 
according to the taste of the person 
ordering it. it being the custom for 
each man to furnWb the pattern, made 
of wood or pasteboard, of the exact 
size and shape of the knife wanted. 
Black's experience as a silver Plater 
during his apprenticeship enabled him 
to plate bis knives, elther with silver 
or gold, when required by the pur 
chaser, which gare them an additional 
charm and a higher price. It was bis 
rule, after tempering and shaping a 
knife and before polishing it, to cut 
very hard wood with st. gencrally an 
old Lickory ax handle which bad been 
used for a long time and had become 
quite tough and hard, This he would 
do for a balf hour, and then {f the 
knife would not easily shave the balr 
from bis arm he would throw it away. 
His kuives ranged in price from $5 to 
$50 each, the price varying according 
to the quantity of gold or silver used 
in plating, the five dollar knife baying 
no ‘plating at all; but the temper of 
each was the same, each belong sub- 
mitted to the severe test above mep- 
Uoned, 

About 1833 or 1834, perhaps a little 
earlicr, James Bowle went to Washing- 
ton and gave Black an order for a 
knife, furnishing a pattern and desir- 
ing it to be made within the following 
sixty cr ninety days, when be would 
call for it. Diack made the knife ac 
cording to Bowle’s pattern. He knew 
Nowle well aud had a bigh estimation 
of him as a man of good taste as well 
as unflinching courage. Le had never 
mide a knife which suited his owa 
taste In poixt of shape and concluded 
this to be a good opportunity to do so, 
Consequently after completing the 
kuife ordered by Bowle he made anoth- 
er and when Bowle returned showed 
them both to him and explained the 
difference between them, at the same 
Ume giving him bis choice at the same 
Price. Bowle promptly selected Black's 
pattern. Shortly after this Bowle be- 
came involved in a difficulty with three 
tesperadoes, who assaulted him with 
knives, He killed them all with the 
knife Black bad made, After this 
when any one ordered a knife from 
Black, instead of furnishing a pattern 
as formerly, he would order it to be 
made like Bowle's, which was finally 
shortened into “make me a bowle 
knife.” Thus this famous weapon ac. 
quired its name. Bowle himself was 
not a mechanic of any kind. He was 
killed in the Alamo with Davy Crock- 
ett, surrounded by dead Mexicans, 
whom he had killed witb that same 
knife. 

Other men made knives in those days, 
and they are still being made, but no 
one has made the bowle knife except 
James Black. Its chiefest value was in 
its temper. Black undoubtedly pos- 
sessed the Dainascus secret. It came 
to him mysteriously, and it died In the 
same way. 

He often told me that no one taught 
him the secret and that it was impossi- 
ble for him to tell how he acquired it. 
Tis apprenticeship only gave him ex- 
perlence In plating tron and steel, not in 
working in them. Large offers were 
made to him for the secret, but he re- 
fused them all. He was stealthily 
watched in order that bis processes 
might be discovered, but his reputa- 
ton for courage was such that no one 
approached him too closely after belng 
once warned to desist —Indlanapolis

A Chicago Woman Who Makes a 
Good Living Baking Cookics, 
“There isn't a Woman in the world 
who can't find something to do to 
make money if she Is willing to work 
hard enough,” sald Miss Caroline Pur- 
dy of Chicago, who, nfter giving up 
achoolteaching ns belng too hard on 
the nerves, found her vocation in mak- 

ing cookles, 

aA willingness to work had certainly 
sombthing to do with it in her case, as 
the sum total of the cookies she has 
made in the last clght years reaches a 
million and a balf. Starting the first 
day by baking three dozen, she soon had 
& patronage that called for 300 dozen a 
week, This, kept up for each of the 
fifty-two weeks during elght years, 
amounts to 1,577,000, As this number 
fs only lessened by falling to “bake” 
less than a half dozen: times, Miss 
Purdy probably holds the record in 
unassisted cooky making: Over a 
route which extends for several blocks

street and which she travels regular- 
ly every other day she Is quite as well 
known and almost as welcome as the 
postman, Probably in three-fourths of 
the bonses which she visits she is the 
only person besides the letter carrier 
who delivers her wares at the front 
door. The good reputation of Ler cook- 
fes makes this arrangement satisfac 
tory to purchasers and leaves her un- 
molested by janitors. She comes with 
a dalnty and attrnactlve basket, and 
house mistresses do pot allow her 
cakes to get to the kitchen, In many 
cases the trausaction bas devcloped in- 
to a friendly feeling which results In 
the “cooky woman” being Invited to 
rest, and the few minutes’ chat with 
her friendly customers she considers 
onc of the best assets in her business, 
“When I began I tried to go where 
nobody knew me, but now the best 
frienda 1 have have been made 
through iny cookles. And I never was 
so well in my life as I've been work- 
ing in this way, baking all one day and 
going out the next. You can't make 
cookies over gas, though. They are 
sure to be pale and dried up," was the 
expett opinion given by Miss Purdy io

Women In the Post Office, 
The largest number of women em-

middle age, and many are past seventy 
years, Many of the women are mail 
wagon drivers, having long and lone- 
some trips In uninhabited parts of the 
country. In great numbers they are 
employed In the rural free delivery. 
Nearly all the experts in the dead letter 
office are women. ‘they have to per- 
form tasks which to the average per- 
son would seem impossible. It is thelr 
duty to take charge of the pleces of 
mall which go astray every year, and 
they must see that these walfs get to 
their proper destinations if possible, 
and If not they are returned to the 
senders, Many of tle rural post offices 
are Intrusted to women, The work is 
usually light, and it is the general opin- 
fon that women in such positions have 
performed the best work for the de- 
partment.

Mr. J. A... Ruddick. of Oltawa, 
spoke a few words on the ventilation 
of stablos. One of the first principles, 
in addition to having an outlet for 
foul air, Is to have an Inlet for pure 
air. This cill provide for first-class 
tiation, which is necessary for 
dairying purpows. There should be 
seoveral-small inlets for air tocome 
fa rather than one large inlet. The 
King system of ventilation had prov. 
ed-to bo a sasecess, which he explain- 
ed, show'ns ita use ina stable. ' In 
a stable where 50 cows were kept 
he had seen the aystem and dhero 
were 20 inlets and a Hike number of 
outlets, The temperature was kept 
at 50 degrees.

Mr~ Ruddick referred lo a dairy

The 
drain pipe should be of glazed tile 
and should te carried underground 
for at least 100 [vet from the {uctory 
before discharging. It ought to be 
one of the daties of the checse-maker 
to see that the drainage matter toes 
not accumulate and putrify.

posal of their drainage matter. In 
this system the waste matter is car-

As a matter of Interest there is but 
one species of oystcr, Ostrea virginica, 
along the eastern coast of North Amer- 
ica, The western goast has at least flve 
species, but only two of these are of 
importance, and these do not compare 
with the eastern shellfish. Thus !t is 
apparent that a Blue Polnt, a Proyl- 
dence river and a Chesapeake bay oys- 
ter nre one and the same thing so far as 
species is concerned.

Cream is be- 
ing sent to the ereamerics in too 
much of a mixed condition, namely, 
food and bad cream mixed together. 
This was wrong. Cream should “be 
tent to the creamer’es in seperate 
vessels, the same as milk is, Cana- 
dian makes of butier bring a lesser 
price in the OM Country than docs 
the Danish and Australia butter. 
We will never have reached the point 
of making butter. of the highest qual- 
ity until the smaller ecreameries are 
done away with. Thess small cream- 
eries mean a loss of capital and en- 
ergy which should be applied che- 
where.

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DEATH OF CANON SANSON. 
Oldest Anglican Clergyman in Canada 
Passed Away in Teronto. 


« Toronto, Jan.-0.—Canon Alexander 
Sanson, © the veteran und> venerable 
rector of Littl Trinity Church, who 
has been steadily failing during the 
past three weeks, diced at his home 
Jast evening at & o'clock. He passed 


his SSth birthday on Wednesday last, 
and in 1902 celebrated his golden 
jubilee as incumbent of Little ‘Trin- 
ity. Canon Sanson was one of the 
oldest, if not the oldest, Anglican 
clergymen in Canada. 

The late Canon Sanson was worn 
in Edinburgh, Scotland, on Jan, 
1819, and received his primary cae 
cation at what were called the Roy- 
al schools, and at other institutions 
in his native city. - Me crossed to 
Canada in 1833, and lived at Oril- 
lin, where he studied preparatory to 
entering the ministry, When, in 1837, 
the Mackenzie rebellion broke out he 
became lieutenant in a company of 
volunteers to aid in the suppression 
of the rebels, ‘The rebellion stamped 
out, he exchanged his uniform for the 
more peaceful surplice and engaged 
in lay missionary work in New On- 
tario. Even at that carly date there 
were settlers around Sault Ste 
Marie and jin Manitoulin Island. - Af- 
ter four years’ work in tho northern 
rettloments, Mr, Sanson returned 
Toronto, and on May 8, 1842, 
was ordained deacon by Minnow 
Strachan, who was then Bishop 
Toronto, A year later he became 
priest and was appointed to his first 
parish at St. John’s Church, York 
Mills. During a part of the ten years 
of his ministry at St. John’s, he was 
in charge of St. Paul's, on Bloor 
Mrect, On July 11, 1852, he Was 
appointed to Trinity. In 1889 he was 
made a canon and in 1902 he celo- 
brated his jubilee as rector of Trin- 
ity. 

Canon Sanson was the soul of gen- 
erosity and geniality and those who 
mourn his death throughout — tifis 
country are numbered by the thou- 
Sands.

{ Every woman and child abuard the 
Clallam perished within three miles 
ofishore and at a time when it ap- 
Peared certain the Clallam had been. 
lost. A desperate effort was made to 
Save the women and children in the 
lifeboats. They were placed in the 
first boat to leave the ship, which 
Capt. Lawrence, a Yukon pilot, vol- 
untecred to command, and which was 
manned by deck hands. The frail 
craft went down within sight of the 
Clallam, and a second lifeboat filled 
with male passengers and in com- 
mand of Sccond Officer Currin, was 
probably lost a few minutes later. 
Aboard the Clallam watchers saw 
Waves sweep passengers from theic 
hold on the seats and hurl,them into 
the waters. Though the lifeboat Was 
righted later, diligent Search has 
failed to find a trace of her. Passen- 
gers and members of the crew 


were 
lost. when a third lifeboat was 
swamped in an atteinpt to launch 


it. 
Three passengers were picked up by 
the steamer Bahala, who had fas- 
tend life preservers around their 
podise et ey at died from “expos- 
ure ant wir bodies wer x 
Seattle vesterday. Motde sath 
The Clallam was @ staunch new 
passenger boat on the Neattl-Vic- 
foria run, She left Port ‘Townsend 
for Victoria Friday noon, facing a 
terrific southern gale, 
Overwhelmed iy Hege Sea. 


Within sight of her destination @ 
huge sea overwhelined the little 
steamer, smashing in her deadlights, 
flooding her hold with Water, ex. 
tinguishing the fires beneath her boil- 
cr and placing her at the Inerey 
of a howling gale. All this happened 
Saturday afternoon, The culmina- 
tion of the tragedy was Postponed 
for several hours. 

Bravely the officers and crew 
the helpless hulk worked to save the 
boat and the souls. aboard of her, 
but in vain. Staunch as she was, 
the Clallam could not stand the ter- 
rifle onslaughter of the Seas, and 
just before darkness “began to fall it 
Was decided to make an attempt to 
save the passengers at least by the 
boats. ‘Two boats - were launched, 
The first contained only women and 
children, three deck hands from the 
Claiiam and Capt. Lawrence. ‘The 
boat was overwhelined G00 feet from 
the Clallam, and its occupants 
Shricked in’ vain for aid from those 
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aboard tne steamer. Not a nana 

Could be raised to aid them. ‘The 

second boat disappeared in the 

darkness, but some of tho occupants 

Were scen to go overboard. 
swamped in Launching. - 

The third boat containing -only 
men, was swampcd ia launching. 
From that time on the members of 
the crew and the passengers who had - 
volunteered. to remain aboard devot- 
ed themselves to the tusk of trying 
to Save the vessel. The'pumps were 
useless and three gangs of bailers wero 
set to work, In spite of their of- 
forts, the water gained on them and 
they were about to resign themselves 
to their fate when the Kichard Holy- 
oko, one of the six tugs which had 
been rent to the rescue from Port 
Townsend, hove in sight. A line was 
thrown aboard the tug, and, with 
her tow she started for Port Town- 
Bond, 

It sccingd for a time that. the Clal-/ 
lame was te be saved. But the hull 
began te give way before th 
assaults of the waves. At 1 
Clallam went on her beam ends and 
began sinking raphy. At 1.07 sho 
suttled and the tow lines were cut. 
A few minutes later she lurched and 
disappeared beneath Une waves. 

By heroic efforts the crows of the 
tugs Zallon and ITolyoke saved the 
lives of nearly all who remained 
aboard the Clallam, A few were 
swept away and perished, The clos- 
ing scene was eight miles north of 
Protection Island, only a short dis- 
tance north of Port Tounsend, and 
approximately thirty miles from Vic- 
toria, The survivors of tho wreck 
were brought to Seattle last night 
on the steamer Dirigo,

Where One’s Deeds Determine Werthiness 
for Crematien at veath.

When a Siamese dics he is not 
buried, His corpse is dressed in 
pantaloons and a Ught-ftting jacket, 
wrapped in a winding sheet, and 
placed in a sitting posture in a cop- 
per urn. A Uube is placed in his 
mowth, and through this.a mixture 
of quicksilver and honey is poured 
into tho body. ‘The remains are 
kept for a long time, sometimes for 
several years. Eventually they are 
burned, and the ashes kept carefully” 
Preserved in a glass tumbler. All 
people are not cremated. If a man 
has. committed — suicide, ‘or died a 
sudden death by lightning, cholera, 
or smallpox, he is held to be | up 
worthy, of burning, and he gets bur- 
fed instead. 

Paupers and criminals are dispos-_ 
ed. of in’a barbarous and revolting 
manner. Alt one of the temples there 
is kept a flock of about 100 vultur- 
es, A vulture is a most repulsive- 
looking bird, and, as he sits on the 
temple roof and wail, still and sol- 
emn and dirty, waiting for a meal, 
you give an involuntary shudder at 
the sight of him. ‘They are fed with 
the corpses of paupers and criminals, 
When a boty is deposited in the 
temple courtyard they fiock down in 
a& mass. The attendants, however, 
drive them away with long poles. 
One of the attendants then cuts open 
the body with a sharp nije, and 
casts a few pieces of. the Nesh to the 
pariah dogs who surround the place, 
When he retires thé birds once more 
swoop down upon the body, and in 
a few minutes there is nothing left 
but the clear, white bones of the 
dead. It is o disgusting spectacle; 
but, as all things have their good 
points, so has this, ‘This method of 
disposing of tho dead is better” then 
burial in a land where the soil is 
damp, and insanitary conditions of 
living are prevalent, The bones aro 
collected, put into a wooden box, 
and then burnt.

UGANDA VILLAGES, 


Cuttous Fashions of Kairdressiag Obtains 
Amczg the Men—Heuses Are Neat, 
tiut Very Park Inside. 


‘The villages and huts of the natives 
of eastern Africa are descrijed by 
Major Austin in ‘With Macdonald in 
Uganda’ as being gencrally well and 
substantially built. The villages are 
surrounded by a high wall and a 
deep ditch. Entrance is obtained 
only in two or three places by means 
of causeways across the ditch at re 
entering angles of the wall, from 
which they are well flanked on both 
sides, ‘The actdal doorway is strong- 
ly barricaded by logs. 

The interior of the villages is kept 
scrupulously clean, but the same can 
hardly be said for the extcrior sur- 
roundings of the wall. Within the 
enclosure plantations of bananas and 
tobacco are {[reyuently grown; so 
that in the event of a sicge the food 
supply is assured, The huts and 
grunarics are constructed of neat 
wicker-work, the granarics raised 
from the ground on piles, and the 
huts dome-shaped erections of twigs 
and wattle with raised grass roofs, 
They are very snug inside and beau- 
tifully clean, although very dark. The 
only light and ventilation is by way 
of the low entrance, which is not 
more than two and a half feet in 
height. Outside this entrance is gen- 
erally a low veranda, under which 
the women work and grind their 
dour. 

The young men of these settlements 





are smartlooking fellows, with their’ 


hair done up in a quaint form of 
chignon behind, fitting close to the 
head and well-plastercd down with 
what appears to be gray clay, which 
is baked hard by tM sun. Into’ this 
they generally stick an ostrich fea- 
ther or two, and also a long curved 
piece of thin brass wire with a white 
“blob” of wool atthe end, which 
bobs backward and forward over 
their heads as they walk. ‘The Jower 
Up is pierced, and a quill or q long, 
thin, fat piece of brass is inserted, 
with perhaps a bead or two attached 
to the end. The whole hangs per- 
pendicularly from the lip. 

‘The older-men present a more sob- 
er aspect, the most striking thing 
about them being their headdress, 
which consists of a long. flat bag, so 


| to speak, of hair which Is worked al- 


most into the consistency of felt, aud 
is attached to their own hair. This 
mass is the hair of their forefathers, 
and in some cases hanes from the 
back of the head almost down to the 
waist, On the inner side there is on 
opening Into this bag. which is used 
as a reveptacie for carrying tobacco, 
snufl and small articles.

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A HISTORICAL DUEL. 
THIRTEEN SWORDSMEN SLAIN BY 
ONE MAN BEFORE AN ARMY. 


A Scene More Exciting Than Any 
Battle In the Annals of Modern 
Mistory=—Ten Thousand Wlincases 
to the Terriblo Work of One Sword. 


To give an idea of What a brave man 
can do if he knows fenelng thoroughly 


‘and but keeps cool sind collected in 


danger we will relate a historical duel. 
So extraordinary Is this combat that it 
would ‘be held a romance had it not 
been witnessed by a whole army, The 
hero is Jean Louls, one of the great 
masters of the beginning of last cen- 
tury, and the duel happened in Madrid 
fin 1813, ‘He was the master-at-arms of 
the Thirty-second regiment of French 
infantry.

After a small battle had occurred in 
the streets of Madrid, In which over 
200 French and Italian soldiers had 
taken part, the oflicers of the two regl- 
ments, in a council of war assembled, 
decided to give such breaches’ of order 
a great blow and to re-establish discl- 
plinc. They decreed that the masters- 
at-arms of the two regiments should 
take up the quarre! and fight It out, 

lnnagine a whole army fn battle array 
on one of the large plains that sur- 
round Madrid, In the center a large 
ring is left open for the contestants, 
This spot 1s raised above the plain so 
that not one of the spectators of this 
tragic scene —gayly dressed officers, 
soldiers in line, Spaniards, excited as 
never a bull fight exelted them—will 
mixs one phase of the contest, It.is 
before 10,000 men that the honor of an 
army is about to be avenged in the 
blood of thirty brave men, 

The drum is heard. Two men, naked 
to the waist, step in the ring. ‘The first 
is tall snd strong. His black eyes roll 
disdainfully upon the gaping crowd. 
He is Giacomo Ferrari, the celebrated 
Italian, ‘The second, tall, also band- 
fome and with muscles like steel, stands 
modestiy aweilting the word of com- 
mand, is name is Jean Louis. The 
seconds take their places on either side 
of thelr principals, A deathlike silence 
ensues

como Ferrari lunges repeatedty at Jean 
Louis, but In vain. FIs every thrust is 
met by a parry, He makes up bis mind 
to bide bis ehance and caresses and 
teases his opponent's blade, Jean Louls, 
calm and watehful, lends himself to 
the play, when, quicker than lightning, 
the allan jumps aside with a loud 
yell and makes a terrible lunge at Jean 
Louis, a Florentine trick, often suc. 
cessful, But with extraordinary rapid- 
{ty Jean Louis has parried and risposts 
quickly In the shoulder, 

“It is nothing,” cries Giacomo; “a 
mere serateh.” And they again fall on 
guard. Almost directly be is hilt in the 
breast. This the the sword of Jean 
Louls, who Is now attacking, penetrates 
deeply, Giacomo’s face becomes livid, 
his sword drops from his hand, and he 
falla heavily on the turf, We is dead, 

Jean Louls is already in position. He 
wipes his reekin: ade: then, with the 
point of his sword on the ground, he 
caliniy awaits the next man.

The signal is given. The Italiagrts ns 
tall as-the one who Hea there jf corpse 
covered by a nilitary cloak, { He has 
closely watched Jean Louis’ play and 
thinks he las guessed the seer¢t of his 























victofles. Ife multiplies Lis fyints and 
tricks; then, all at once, bauning like a 
tiger on his prey, Se gives hts opponent 
a terrible thrust in the lower line, But 
Jean Louls® sword hag parried and is 
now deep within his opponent's breast. 

What need we to relate any more? 
‘Ten new adversaries followed him, and 
the ten fell before Jean Eouis aiid the 
excited yells and rears of an army. 

At the request of the Thirty-second 
regiment’s colonel, who thought the les- 
fon sufficient, Jean Louisoafter much 
pressing consented to stop the combat, 
fod he shook hands with the two cur: 
vivors, applauded by 10,000 men, 

From that day Sghts consed between 
French and Italian soldigrs. 

This wonderful and ‘gigantic combat 
night be held a fable were not all the 
facts above stated still found in the 
archives of the’ ministry of war,

CAUSES OF COLDS. 


One of the Moat Common of Then: Ea 
Eating Too Mach, 

The invariable cause of colds comes 
from within, not without. No one takes 
cold when in a vigorous state of health, 
with pure blood coursing through the 
body, and there Is no good reason why 
any one In ordinary health should have 
a cold. It may come from insuflicjent 
exercise, breathing of foul alr, want of 
wholesome food, excess of food, lack of 
bathing, etc. but always from some 
violation of the plain laws of health. 

There enn be no more prolific cause 
of colds than highly seasoned foods as 
well as frequent eating. These give no 
time for the digestive organs to rest 
and incite an incrensed flow of the di- 
gestive secretions, Thus larger quanti- 
ties of nourishment are absorbed than 
can be properly utilized, and the result 
1s an obstruction, commonly called a 
“cold,” which is simply an effort of the 
system to expel the useless material. 
Properly speaking, it Is self polsoning, 
due to an Incapability of the organisin 
to regulate and compensate for the dis- 
turbance. 

A deficlent supply of pure air to the 
lungs-is not only a strong predisposing 
cause of colds, but a prolific source of 
much graver conditions. Pure air and 
exercise are necessary to prepare the 
system for the assimilation of nutri- 
ment, for without them there can be no 
Vigorous health, The oxygen of the 
alr we breathe regulates the appetit 
as well as the nutriment that fs bullt 
up in the system. 

The safest and best way to avoid 
colds Is to sleep in a room with the 
windows wide open and to remain out 
of doors every day, no matter what 
may be the weather, for at least two 
hours, preferably with some kind of 
exercise, if no more than walking. One 
sbouk! not sit down to rest while the 
fect are wet or the clothing damp. A 
person may go with the clothing wet 
through to the skin all day if be but 
keeps moving. Exercise keeps up the 
circulation and prevents taking cold, 

The physiologic care of colds Is the 
prevention of the occurrence. The per- 
son who docs not carry around an over- 
supply of alimentation ino his system 
and furthermore Kecures a purified cir- 
culation by strict, sanitary cleanliness, 
thus plicing himself in a positive con- 
dition, Is immune to colds. A starving 
man cannot take colt. 

A careful diet would exclude the use 
of all narcotics nnd ali food that is not 
thoroughly appropriated, An overfed 
person is worse off than one who Is un- 
Jerfed, because the overfed body is 
taxed to dispese of what cannot be ap- 
propriated and, when not properly dis- 
posed of, remains onty to be an element 
of danger.—Science of Health, 














Polsonous and Marmtess Suakes. 

There is a certain physiological dif- 
ference between the poisonous and 
harmless snakes which exists very 
plainly fn thelr manger of dentition. 
All snakes are objeets of aversion and 
dread to toankind, so much so that to 
be bitten by a snake has at times been 
so fearful to the vietin as to lave pro- 
duced death although the snake waa 
harmless, Such Is the Instinctive dread 
with which these reptiles are thought 
of that it may be desirable to have 
some casy mnode of distinguishing the 
one kind from the other, This distin- 
guishing characteristic is afforded by 
the teeth In all poisonous snakes 
there are only two rows of tovth, the 
fang or Cings being arram@d either 
Within the two rows or outside of thein, 
‘The harmless snakes bave four distinct 
rows of teeth, and when the bite shows 
this hind of wound and not any single 
deeper or larger puneture there need 
be no apprehension, 

Wathking For Malaria, 

Obstinate cases of malaria that have 
withstood the ocean voyas mountain 
belghts and quinine dosing are sald to 
bave been conquered by systematic and 
continued walking. What the malarial 
pationt wants most to do is te sit in- 
doors, nurse his aches and ps 
lie down and doze, Advocates of the 
walking cure maintaln that fresh air bs 
an antidote net only to the malaria It- 
self, but to the blues, which usually 
accompanies It. Their advice to the 
sufferer is to dress up warmly If the 
weather Is dauup or rainy and go out to 
walk, Wear Uannel next to the skin, 
stout‘shoes and simple hat. If it is 
warn, dress lightly, but carry a wrap 
to throw around the shoulders against 
drafts aud too rapid cooling off. When 
one comes to think of it, there are few 
maladies on carth that fresh alr and 
moderate exercise are not good for.

Mr. Jamos Cummins, of this city, 
has received a iotter from hls son, 
James, at present a resident of Chi. 
cago, who saw, tho terrible ‘theatre 
fire there on the 30th ,Decomber, 
and gives tho following vivid descrip 
tion: 

The afternoon of the 30th of De. 
cember I wae “doing ‘some electric 
work in our ‘baseanent| of Che Olymple 
and tho fireman that wo-have on 
duty waa sweep'ng the anow away 
from: tho stsgo door of tho theatre 
and ho whistled down to me that 
there was a fire in tho Iroquols 
Theatre, which is only ono block 
uway, arti tho fire exits aro In the 
same alley as ours. I Hes} up to 
tho door and as I turned and Jooked 
down the aHey tho sight that met 
my gazo is ono that [| will never for- 
get. Tho firo escape dovrs the fren. 
ziod peoplo bad just succeeded in op- 
ening. and ds the crowd pushed out 
in thelr anxloty to oscaps, they bore 
the lo in front against the rail 
of tho fire escape, and in some cases 
over the rail, and they fell four stor- 
jes and in somo oases three (thonec 

coming from the baleony) a shape

waa a sight that would make your 

blood run cold. Without Waiting 
to put my coat on, I rushed down the 
alley. and all that you could bear 
was that awful drawn out sigh of 
agony and distress, Oh.

@atance was at the 2nd balcony es- 
cape. whore as the people that were 
coming down bad a new danger to 
encounter. Half way down there was 
an open window, and through it was 
belohing flames “and amoke.

always follows ‘Tom's first shave, fs al- 
ways, and ever Will be barren of results, 
All that we know about It fa, that Ton 
holds the razor In his hand about a min- 
ute, wondering what to do with ft, be- 
fore the Diade falls across his fingers and 
cuts every one, of them. First blood 
elaiimed and allowed for the razor. Then 
he strapa the razor furiously, or rather 
he razors the sirap. He slashes and cuts 
that passive implement in asmany dirce- 
tions as he can make motions with the 
razor.

Ho 
has to take quite a course of instruction, 
howeven In that great school of experi- 
ence about which the old philosopher 
had a remark to make. It is a grand 
old school; the only school at which 
men will study and learn, each for him- 
self. One man's experience never docs 
another man apy good; never dit and 
never will teach another man anything. 
If the philosopher had said that it was a 
hard school, but that some men would 
learn at no other than this grand old 
school of experience, we might have in- 
ferred that all women, and most boys, 
and afew men were cxempt from. its 
hard teaching. But ho uses the most 
comprehensive term, if you remember 
what that is, and took us all in. We 


« have all been there. There is no other 


school, in fact, Poor lttle Cain; dear, 
lonesome, wicked little Caln—I know it 
isn’t fashionable to pet him; I know It 
is popular to speak harshly and savagely 
about our eldest brother, when the fact 
is we resemble him more closely jn dis- 
position than any other member of the 
family—poor little Cain never knew the 
difference between his father’s sunburned 
nose and a clowing coal until he had 
pulled the one and picked up the other, 
‘Abel had to find out the difference in tho 
same way, although he was told five 
hundred thnes, by his brother's experi- 
ence, that the coal would burn and the 
nose wouldn't. And Cain's boy wouldn's 
than an 
icicle, until he made a digital experl- 
ment, and unterstood why they called it 
fire. So Enoch and Methusaleh, and 
Bfosea and Panlel, and Solomon, and 
Caesar. and Napoleon, and the Governor, 
and tho Major, and you and I have all 
of us, one time or another, in one way 
eranother, burned ovr fingers at the 
game old ‘fires that have scorched human 
fingers in the same monotonons oki way, 
at the same reliable old stands, for the 
Past 6,000 years; and all the verbal in- 
struction between here and the ailent 
ve couldn’t teach us so much, or teach 
itso thoroughly, as one well directed 
singe, A million years from now—tf this 
weary old world may endure so long— 
whep human knowledgo shall fall a lit- 
tle short of the infinite, and all the lore 
and crudition of this wonderful age will 
be but the primer of that day of light— 
the baby that is born into that world of 
knowledge and wisdom and progress, 
rich with all the years of human experi- 
ence, will cry for the lamp, and the very 
first time that opportunity favors it, 
will try to pull the flame up ty the 
roots, and will know just as much as 
ignorant, untaught, stupid little Cain 
knew on the same subject. Year after 
year, ‘century after unfolding century, 
how true it is that the lion on tho fence 
in always bigger, flercer, and more given 
to majestic attitudes and dramatic aitu- 
ctions than the lion in tho tent. Yer jt 
costs us, often as the circus comes around, 
fifty cents to find that out, 
But while we have been moraltzing, 
Tom's mustache has taken o start. It 
has attained the physical density, though 
not the color, by any means, of the 
Egyptian darkneas—1t con be felt; and 
it is felt; very soft felt. The world be- 
gins to take notice of the new-comer; 
and ‘Tom, as gencrations of Tom's before 
him have done, patiently endures dark 
hints from other members of the family 
about his {nce being dirty. He loftily 
ignores his experienced father’s sugges- 
tion that ho should perform his tonsor- 
fal toilet with a spoonful of cream and 
the family cat. When his sisters 
meckly dissembled ignorance and inno- 
cence inquries, ‘Lom, what have you on 
your lip?’ he is austere, as becomes n 
nan annoyed by the frivolous small talk 
of women. When his younger brother 
takes advantage of the presence of a 
numerous company in the hous, ‘to 
shriek over tho baluster upstairs, appar- 
ently to any boy this ‘side of China, 
“Tom's raisin’ mustachers!'’ Tom 
-mniles, a wan, neglectod-orphan smile; a 
smile that looks as though it had come 
up on his face to weep over tho barren- 
ness of the land; a perfect ghost ofa 
suille, as compared with the rugged 7x9 
. smiles that play ike animated crescents 
over the countenances of the company. 
But the mustache grows. Whenever you 
see such 6 mustache, do not laugh at It;

You look at them, with their 
careless, easy, natural manners and 
movements in the street ‘and on tho base- 
ball ground, and their marvelous, syste- 
matic,indesesibable, inimitafle and com- 
plex awkardness in your parlor, and do 
you never dream, looking at these young 
fellows, of the overshadowing destinies 
awaiting them, the mighty struggles 
mapped out- in’ the carnest future of 
their lives, the thrilling conquests in the 
world of arms, the grander triumphs In 
the realm of. philosophy, tho fadeless 
laurels ip the empire of lettera, and the 
imperishable crowns that he who giveth 
them ‘the victory binds about their brow, 
that walt for the cournge and ambition 
of thease boys? Why, the world is ata 
dor's feet; and power, and conquest and 
leadership slumber in his) rugged arms 
and ente-free heart, A boy sets his am- 
bition at whatever mark ho will—lofty 
or groveling as he may olect—and the 
Loy who resolutely sets his heart on 
fame, on wealth, on power, on what he 
will; who consecrates himeelf to a life of 
noble endeavor, and lofty effort; who 
concentrates every faculty of his mind 
and body on the attainment of his ono 
darling, point; who brings to support 
his, ambition courage and industry and 
patience, can trample on” genius; for 
these are better and grander than genius; 
and he will begin to rise above his fel- 
lows as steadily and as surely as tho sun 
climbs» above the mountains. Hannibal, 
standing before the Punto altar fires and 
in tho Hsping accents of childhood swear- 
dug eternal hatred to Kome, was the 


Hannibal at twenty-four years command:

the power of the mistress of tho world, 
bid her cefiance at her own ates, while 
affrighted Rome huddled and cowered 
under the protecting shadows of her 
walls, Napoleon, building snow forta at 
school and planning mimic battles with 
his playfellows, was tho Heutenant of 
artillery at sixteen years, general of 
artillery and the victor of Toulon at 
twenty-four, and at last emperor—not br 
the paltry aceldeat of birth which might 
happen to any man, however unworthy, 
but by the manhood and grace of his 
own right arm, and his own brain, and 
his own courage and dauntless ambition 
—emperor, with his foot on the throat of 
prostrate Europe. Alexander, daring 
more in his boyhood than his warlike 
father could teach him, and entering 
upon hig_all conquering career at twenty- 
four, was the boy whose vaulting ambi- 
tion only paused in its dazzling fight 
when the world lay at his feet. And the 
falr-faced soldiers’ of the empire, they 
who rode down upon the bayonets of tho 
English squares at Waterloo, when the 
earth rocked beneath thelr fect and tho 
incense smoke from the altars of the

You con't. know how soon 
these happy-go-lucky young fellows, 
making summer hideous with baseball 
slang, or gliding around # skating rink 
on thelr backs, anny hold the st and 
ite destines in their grasp; yon don't 
know how soon these boys may make and 
write the history of the hour; how soon 
they alone may shape events and guide 
the current of public action; how soon 
ono of them may run 
daughter or borrow money of you. 









Certain it is, there Is ono thing Tom ! 


will do just. alout this period of his 
existence. He will fall in love with some- 
bedy before his mustache is long enough 
to Wax, . 

Perhaps one of the earliest indications 
of this event, for it doca not always 
break out In the same manner, ts 4 sud- 
den and alarming increase in the nuinber 
and variety of Tom's neck-tles. In his 
boxes and on his dreastng case his motber 
is constantly startled by the changing 
and increasing assortment of the dis- 
play. Monday ho encircles his tender 
throat with a lilac knot, fearfully and 
wonderfully tied. A lavender tle succeeds 
the following day. Wednesday is graced 
with a sweet little tangle of pale, pale 
blue, that fades at a breath; Thursday is 
ushered In with o scarf of delicate pea 
gteen, of wonderful convolutions and 
fuliciently expansive, by the ald of a 
clean collar, to conceal any little irregu- 
larity $n Tom's wash day; Friday smiles 
on a sailor's knot of dark blue, with ao 
tangle of dainty forget-me-nots embrold- 
ered over it; Saturday tonca Itself down 
to a quiet, unobtrusive neutral tint or 
shade, scarlet or yellow, and Sunday is 
deeply, darkly, plously black. It is difll- 
cult to tell whether Tom Is trying ta 
express the state of his distracted fecl- 
{nga by his neckties, or trying go finda 
color that will hafmonize with his 
moustacho or match Laura's shirt waist. 

And during the variegated necktie 
period of man's existence how tenderly 
that mustache is coaxed and petted and 
caressed. How it is brushed to. make St 
Ne down and waxed to mako it stand 
out and how he notes its slow growth, 
and weeps and mourns and swears oser 
it day after weary day. Now, if ever, 
and generally now, he buys things to 
make it take color. But ho never repenta 
this offense ngalnat natare. Ho buys a 
wonderful dye, warranted to ‘*prodace 
a beautiful Liack or brown at one appli- 
cation without stain or injury to tho 
skin,”? Buys it ot a shabby, rounf tho 
corner, obszure little drug store, because 
he is not known there, Ho tells the 
assassin who sella it to him, that he is 
buying it for a sick sister, The nssassin 
knows that he Hes, And in the guilty 
silence and solitude of his own room, 
with the curtains down and tho door 
locked, Tom tries the virtuo of that 
magic dye. It gets on his fingers and 
turns them black to the elbow, It burns 
holes in bis handkerchief when hoe tries 
to rub the malignant poison off his ebony 
fingers, He applies it to his silky mus- 
tache, real camel's hair, very cautiously 
and yery tenderly, and with some mis- 
givings. It turns his Mp so black it 
makea the room dark. And out of all

The “Second Samson.” 

Richard Joy, who died May 18, 1742, 
at the age of sixty-seven and is buried 
in the St. Peter's churchyard, Isle of 
Thanet, Kent, Eugland, was known 
throughout Europe as the “Kentish 
Hercules," or the “Second Sainson.” 
When but a youth of seventeen years 
he was invited to London by the king 
to give an exhibition in remarkable 
feats of strength. Among the feats 
of bis more mature yeara were those of 
breaking with his hands and feet a 
rope with a tensile strength of thirty- 
five hundredweight and the lifting of 
2.200 pounds. The following is a copy 
of bis epitaph: 
Herculean here, famed for strength, 
At last lies ce. his breadth and length.

Recent experiments have proved that 
the average bird manages to cat about 
one-fifth of his own weight dally with , 
ease, if-he can gét so much food, and

£30,000 will be distributed on that day 
as the parting gifts of Fortune.” The 
advertisement concludes with a foot- 
note to the effect that Sivewright is 
selling lottery shares and tickets at 
37 Cornhill, London. This man Slre- 
wright was a well known stock and 
share broker of the day, who made a 
specialty of lottery tickets. He was 
very fond of attracting clients by the 
publication of doggerel verses, mostly 
of tbe simplest character, of which the 
following is a fair example: 
Then gallop on gayly; 
‘The fault is your own 
If you don’t get a good share 
Before it's all gone. 











One of Japan's Jewels, 

The great attraction of Kamakura 
and one of the jewels of Japan Is the 
Daibutsu, or great bronze Buddha. We 
approach it through a tree lined ave- 
nue and get the first and best view of 
it at a distance of some 200 fect. It is 
a sitting Ogure, 49 feet 7 Inches high, 
07 feet 2 Inches in circumference. The 
face is 8 feet 5 inches long and from 
ear to car 17 fect 9 inches wide, The 
eyes, which are pure gold, are nearly 
two feet long. The circumference of 
the thumb fs three fect. These figures 
give some {dea of the size, and the fig- 
ure ia elevated on a stone platform 
some twelve to fifteen fcet above the 
person approaching it. But no descrip 
tion can convey an idea of the majesty 
of the face, It is bent gently forward 
as If iu brooding contemplation of the 
infinite, It represents perfect peace— 
the repose of the attained Nirvana. 





Forteanes Im Picture Frames, 

Some splendid picture frames may be 
seco every year at the Royal academy 
exhibition, but the finest and costliest 
frame ever made for a picture was that 
which incloses the “Virgin and Child” 
in Milan cathedral. It is made of ham- 
mered gold, with an inner molding of 
lapis lazull. The corners of this valu- 
able frame have hearts designed in 
large pearls and precious stones. Some 
Idea of Its value may be gained when 
it Is stated that the frame is eight feet / 
long and six fect wide. Its estimated 
worth is £25,000. One of the pictureg 
in the Vatican at Rome is in a frame 
studded with jewels. The picture is 
a valuable one, but the frame nearly 
equals the value of the painting. —

Mever and Secender Made Exceptionally 
Able Addresses and Covered Mest of

Toronto, Jan. 16.—With. galleries 
fairly well filled and a good atten- 
dance of members the Legislature be- 
gan the consideration of the speech 
from tho throne. 

C. N. Smith, the newly elected 
member for the Soo, led off in the 
discussion. He reminded ‘them that 
he had been elected for the Soo after 
Q& warm contest and declared ho 
would endeavor to give honest, hon- 
orable and faithful service, Ho took 
up a few moments discussing-tho in- 
dustrial troubles of the Consolidated 
Lake Superior Company, expressing 
tho opinion that they would be but 
temporary. He extended his sincere 
thanks to the Government for the 
timely aid they had given to tho 3,- 
500 thrown out of emplgyment, and 
characterized it as the "Most humane 
act ever credited to any Govern 
ment on earth.”’ 

Smith Grew Klequeat. 

‘Taking up the speech clause by 
clause hoe grew cloquent over the 
timber resources of the north and 
gavo the Government full credit for 
the success of the recent timber sale. 

Mr. Smith suggested to the Gov- 
erntuent for consideration that steps 
be taken to preserve the timber 
wealth of the province by providing 
that no timber shall be cut smaller 
than 14 inches on the stump, 

Wisdem ef Mailway PLervelepment. 


The Temiskaming Railway was one 
of the wisest acts of the Adminis- 
tration. ‘Tho contracts were Jet for 
112 miles, and of this 77 miles had 
been graded, and 57 miles of steel 
laid. It would be completed by the 
end of the year at a cost not exceed- 
ing $3,000,000 or $25,000) a mile, 
which was well within the estimates. 
Hlo-cstimated that the construction 
of the railway had affected the prices 
given for timber at the recent sale 
and that the Government received 25 
per cent. more or $1,000,000 by rea- 
son of tho Government, road. Thin 
was one-third the taial cost of — the 
railway.

ceeded with, would not bo In the 
House, t 

There Is one Important subject re- 
ferred to which deserves the ecr- 
fous consideration of all fax paycrs 
in cach cmunlofpatity in the Provin- 
cos. An Intimation Is given that a 
BU! is to be Introduced providing 
for the higher taxation of rallways 
running through , tho = slfferent 
municipalities, which taxes when 
solleoted are to bo divided between 
the province and the municipality. 

{Why should this tc? If tho rail- 
ways are not taxed suficlently, high 
at present, it ts tho duty, of assessors 
to raise “the valuation, and the 
municipality through which the road 
runs feaps the benefit. “At present 
if property from any cause becomes 
more valuable, it Is assessed at a 
higher rafe and the muntecipality 
reaps tho benefit therefrom, but what 
the Government proposes is to raise 
the value of railway proporty, and 
pocket the extra taxes whieh rall- 
way companics will have to pay, 
which shouki go into the treasury of 
each municipality. 

(In addition to this proposed dircet 
mode of depriving jnunicipalities of 
money, Which properly, belongs to 
them. there is also reference made 
to a bill which is to be Introduced to 
amend “ The Supplementary Revenue 
Act.” To what cxtent this Act 4s Lo 
be amended can only be learned when 
introduced. It must be reanembered 
that the moasure, which bs already 
upon the Statute book, takes from 
municipalities a purtion of taxes 
collceted from certain incorporated 
companics doing business within the 
corporation. i 

The extravagance of the Govern- 
ment compels them to resort to this 
mode of raising money at the ex- 
pense of ‘the taxpayer, and at the 
same time deny that there is any 
direct taxation. 

In the Jangaage of a contempor- 
ary:-"“There is nothing very, statcs- 
“manlike in this. It ls not reform, 
“except that it follows up ‘the policy 
“of taking money from the counties, 
“the towns and tho ciths, compellé 
“ing these unita to mect tho uefi- 
“eiency thus created by increusing 
“the number vf mills payable onthe 
“dollar by the taxpayer.”

Cleck Plant.

It is @ heavy, thick bladed cut- 
lass, from twenty to thirty inches long, 
and the edge is ground from the right 
aide only, the left side being forged 
slightly concave. The blade is also 
slightly curved to the right, so that the 
cutting action of the weapon Js like 
that of an enormous gouge. Only two 
strokes can be dealt with the mandau— 
from right to left downward and left to 
right upward.

“ ) Made In Bulgaria. 

‘The far famed otto (or attar) of roses 
is chiefly made in Bulgaria. Kasanlik 
is the center of the rose growing coun- 
try. Rod roses only are used In mak- 
ing the perfume, but white roses, which 
stow more freely, form the hedges of 
the ficlds. m7 
“The trees, which grow to a great 
height, are separated by paths nine 
feet: In width to allow the oxen and 
plow to pass, The perfume Is obtained 
not only from the petals, but also from 






the stalks and leaves. These give a, 


peculiar scent, which adds greatly to 
the delicacy of the perfume of the 
petals. 

October, April ‘and June are the 
months for planting branches of the 
old trees. Weeding, pruning and digging 
are necessary for three years, when 
they are full grown and repay the labor 
Spent upon them by bearing for twenty 
years, 

The discovery of the delicious attar 
was quite an accident and took place 
three centuries ago. The Persian Prin- 
cess Nour Djiban was strolling through 
the splendid galleries of her palace 
with her betrothed (the Mongolian 
Prince Djibanguyr) and noticed im the 
resewater basins about the passages 
an ugly, yellowish ol! Goating on the 
surface. Orders were instantly given 
to remove the unsightly fuid, when it 
was discovered the perfume was also 
removed. ‘Thus the virtue of the essen- 
tial ell was found out, which {s stil! 
called In Persia “Attar Djihan.” 





Culture and Riches, 

If one-tenth as much attention were 
devoted to the fools among the middle 
and working classes as {s devoted to 
the fool sons of the rich, we should be 
in danger of believing with Carlyle 
that the people are “mostly fools.” It 
is (rue that the culture ef the suddenly 
rich is cruder and narrower than the 
culture of those who bave had genera- 
tions of wealth and leisure, but culture 
is relative.

The cheapness of the culture of the 
very rich in this country as compared 
with that ef the aristocracy of old 
countries is simply the difference be- 
tween youth and age, a difference of 
experience. There is a comparative 
ebeapnees in the culture, bearing and 
Manners_of the people of the west 
pared with those of the east, 
‘or the same reason. The aristoc- 
racy of the south and of New England 
have a refinement quite unlike that of 
the newly made rich In New York and 
Chicage and the west. They have been 
Jonger in the making.

The shaving of the bridegroom on his 
wedding day is a Bulgarian custom 
which, handed down from pre-Chris- 
tian days, ts still observed with due 
formality, especially in country - dis- 
tricts. While the barber is at his 
task a danciag crowd ef young folks 
surrounds bim and the bridegroom. 
As the latter's hair is cut the snippings 
are carefully collected by some of the 
girls for preservation in one of the 
bride’s chests. The barber, when his 
work {s done, recelves a small white 
linen cloth as a present and also a 
trifing sum of money from each person 
there. Then the bridegroom kisses the 
hands of the girls, washes his face and 
dons his wedding dress, which must 
first be carefully weighed three times 
by one of the boys. 





Mighland Makeshifts. 

A few years ago accommodations in 
the highlands of Scotland were very 
Primitive. It is related that the young 
Duchess of Gordon, on inquiring how 
the late duchess managed toentertain so 
much company at Kinrara, where there 
seemed no room, was told by the butler 
that for weeks at a time he bad slept 
on the top of the kitchen dresser.

Large Properties of Population of Great 
Dritaln em the Verge ef Hanger 
and Distrees—Tariff! Commission Is,

London, Juan. 16.—Joscph Cham- 


berlain presided at the meeting of the 
Tariff Commission, which assembled 
here yesterday afternoon. Mr. Chain- 
berlain in a speech drew a parallel 
from what the United States and 
Germany had + accomplished under 
protective tariffs, and denied that 
any tariff could bs framed hero 
which, as its opponents alleged, 
would make the rich richer and (ths 
peor poorer. 

The United States under protection 
had reached prosperity uncqualled in 
the world. In no other country was 
wealth so evenly distributed, while 
there Was no other country in the 
world where such a larce proportion 
of the population was on the verge 


of hunger and distress as in) Great 
Britain. 
Mr. Chambericain said that the ob- 


ject of the Commission was not ‘to 
formulate tariff laws, but to investi- 
gate and inquire with open mind. All 
that hed thus far been decided was 
that the policy adopted so many 
years age required reform. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s speech, the Commission — dis- 
cussed a general method of proced- 





ure. 
On Mr. Chamberlain's motion, Mr. 
Pearson was unanimously elected 


vieechairman.

Fore 
man White told President Turner he 
thought the Italians, who numbered 
nearly 300, could be made to accept 
a further reduction of $1.35, which 
arrangement was made, but the men 
were not told of it. It, however. 
leaked out among the Italians -who 
immodiately chased Foreman White 
from the job. Immediately after this 
began the general disturbances. A 
number of shots wero / fired both 
ways but only ono took effect, hit- 
ting an Italian in the arm. 

Special police have been sworn [n, 
and about a dozen disturbers arrest- 
ed, Their trials aro to take © place 
to-day before Magistrate Brodie, ani 
it is then expected that the trouble 
will reach a climax. The precautions 
already taken by the authoritica may 
prevent further trouble, although 
the Italians have armed theinselves 
by buying up all the knives and re- 
volvers in the neighborhood, and are 
vowing vengeance upon those who 
arrested their fellow countrymen. The 
Italian Consul from Ottawa is on 
the ground doing what he can to 
smooth over the trouble.

NO COMPROMISE FOUND 


Two Pcints Upon Which Neither 
Japan Nor Russia Will Yield.

London, Jan. 18.—In what it 
claims as an authoritative statement, 
The Daily Graphic this morning an- 
nounces that the negotiations relative 
to the Far East have arrived at a 
stage leaving two points upon which 
neither Russia nor Japan ia inclined 
to yield, and as to which no ineans 
of a compromise has yct been found. 
While both of these points concern 
Manchuria, their adjustment would 
not in the slightest modify the legal 
status quo or change the adminis- 
trate situation in Manchuria, but 
Japan insists ‘‘that they be embod- 
ied in a treaty between Japan and 
Russia, whilo Russia, as a matter of 
amour propre, refuses to accept such 
dictation at the hands of Japan. 
Much, however, is still hoped from 
the Czar's infuenco.*’ 

What Might Ocear in Fow Moers, 

The statement adds: ‘‘Of course,, 
any attempt of Russia to increase 
very largely her naval forces in the 
Far East by moving her Black Sea 
or Baltic ficets would make war a 
question of only a few hours.’* 

This statement is borne out by the 
Associated Press despatch from Tokio 
yesterday, that Japan has received | 
Russia‘’s communication relative to, 
the treaty rights in Manchuria, | 
which shows that negotiations are 
continuing on the question, of Man- 
churia. ' 

At the Japanese legation last night | 
it was sald that no fresh news had | 
been received and tye situation re- | 
mained unchanged. | 

Coreane Mreahing Out. 

The Daily Mail's Tokio correspon- | 
dent says that M. Pavlof, the Ius- 
sian Minister at Seoul, has notified 
the Corean Government that Corean 
troops have crossed the Chinese 
boundary repeatedly and committed 
excesses agninst the inhabitants.

MARRIAGE, LAWS. ABROAD. | re 





How Rreach ef Promise Cases are 
Averted. In Huagary. 


“Thére are many curious and’ inter- 
esting facts regarding the marriage 
and divorce Jaws of foreign countries,” 
said R. J. Brown, who recently return- 
ed from a trip abroad, where he made 
a study of the question. 

“Breaches of promise are averted in 
Hungary by an express declaration of 
the civil marriage act that the relations 
created. by a betrothal do not give the 
right te command the conclusion of a 
marriage, bot if elther party with- 
draws from an engagement without 
just reasons he or sbe {fs bound to 
grant compensation to the extent of 
tho outlay Incurred. Divorce in the 
English sense. does not exist, but the 


courts can decree the personal separa-. : 
tion of a married couple witbont dis 


solving the bonds of matrimony. 

“A curious law prevailing in France 
provides that before being married 
children of a family, although over 
age, shall seek in respectfy! and form- 
al terms the advice of thelr father and 
mother. It makes no difference, how- 
ever, whether the consent of parents is 
given, for the couple can be married a 
month after under any circumstances, 
This fs also the case in the Nether 
lands. A divorce further entitles the 
{innocent party;to recover all the prea- 
ents he or she may have made. 

“Actording to the constitution of the 
Netherlands, the civil marriage must 
always precede tho religious ceremony. 
The latter, indeed, is left entirely to 
the conscience of the parties concern- 
ed. There is also a law providing that 
no man or. woman under thirty can 
marry without the consent of parents. 
If the consent be refused, the couple 
have to appear before a judge, who 
advises them as be thinks best. 

“Many countries have now abolished 
all marriage fees. This is the case in | 
Norway, while in the Netherlands cer- 
tain days in the week are eet apart 
when persous may be married withont 
payment.” .

Benton stalked across the avenue and 
istened with great disgust to the state- 
ment by Barnum, who was his own 
doorkeeper and solicitor, that Inside 
the tent could be found the greatest 
natural curiosity in the world, “the 
woolly borse captured by General Pre 
mont and now on exhibition!” 

Benton denounced Barnum as an Im- 
postor and denicd that bis son-in-law 
had discovered any suck animal, Bar 
num, who did not know Benton, told 
him Gippantly to pay his quarter and 
go into the show or make less noise, 
whereupon the indignant statesman 
called upon the police to arrest Bar- 
num, and « large crowd assembied to 
witness the extraordinary scene. The 
police refused to interfere, and Barnum 
recelved a free advertisement, much to 
bis gratifcation and profit.

the Spirit.” 

The mighty phraso maker Paut is a 
coiner of inany superlatives. He is no 
stupid platitudinarian. Everyday 
commonplace, insipid, tasteless, com- 
parisons have for him no attraction, 
His forge is always redhot; his arms 
are crancs, his hammers pile drivers, 
his doors floodgates; his streams are 
fathomless, onrushing rivers of mol- 
ten iron; his sparks aro stars, and 
his seconds millenniums.—~ 

We would, for our present lesson, 
use one of Paul's impressive, signifi- 
cant words. Ilis ‘‘quench” has a 
superlative meaning. ‘To quench’ 
means to smother, as a mother would 
extinguish the flaincs consuming the 
dress of her burning child by wrap- 
ping about the flimsy garments a 
heavy, wet blanket, jerked from off 
the clothesline. ‘To quench"’ means 
to deluge, to submerge, _as tho 
Johnstown firos were put out when 
the Conemaugh dam broke and 
houses and stores and factorics wero 
floating about in the flood like chips 
tossed in an eddy. In. that word 
“quench” Paul startlingly warns all 
believing Christians ogainst tho sin 
of extinguishing the power of the 
Holy Spirit, which is now burning 
within them as a living fame, 
“Quench not the Spirit’’ is the com- 
mand to tho Thessalonians, Smother 
not the divine flames.

Or he c: open his own 
home to shelter and? entertain evil 
letuptations of all sorts. But let no 
man think if he surrenders his house 
to evil practices and yields himself 
and his home to the seductions of 
the world) that he can at the Same 
time live a sgiritual life, nor can ho 
expect that those around him, who 
are bound to him by tics of bload 
and love, will lead spiritual lives. He 
must, if he would live right, not 
only consecrate his own life every 
morning to God, but in the presence 
of his children he must offer a peti- 
tion to God for them to consecrate 
their lives to Christ also. 

So completely du f believe the true 
spiritual life to be dependent in many 
ways upon the family altar that I 
would have ‘the fathers and mothers, 
as soon as possible, teach their lit- 
tle children to publicly pray at fam- 
ily woftship and to publicly ask the 
blessing at the daily meals. I re- 
meinber, many years ago when trav- 
eling in Scotland, noticing how gen- 
eral was the custom for the young- 
est child of tho household who could 
utter the words being called upon 
to ask the blessing at ‘the family 
meal. I thought then, os I think 
now, that it was an excellent prac- 
tice, tending to accustom the child 
from its earliest years to acknow- 
ledge the goodness of God and to 
address him in prayer, 

‘Thus, no matter which way we inay 
look at the Pauline word ‘‘quench,” 
the whole trend of the matter is this: 
As Christians we cannot live a“true 
spiritual lifo unless every moment of 
every day we are in touch with Christ. 
We cannot preach to others unless 
by searching God's word we hear 
Christ preaching to us. We cannot 
pray for others in public review un- 
less wo have had much knee drill in 
Secret prayer. Wo cannot give our 
selves wholly to God's service unless 
at the sama time at the family altar

In welcoming the church menibers 
to Christ’s altar I have but ono 
more question to ask and to answer. 
In what, O struggling friend, does 
the chief definition of being a Chris- 
tian consist? Ought you to say, “I 
want to be a Christiao to escape the 
evil effects of sin?’ I want to be 
a Christian to be happy?"' “I want 
to be a Christian in order that I may 
reach henven?’’ Ob, no. You should 
want to bo a Christian, not for your 
own beatification, but in order that 
God may be glorifiod. In omer to 
glorify God we should work for him, 
In order to glorify God we should 
give to him of our temporal’ sub- 
stance.

We should read 
the Bible that we can further find out 
how Christ may continue to be glori< 
fled.

He 
was educated in the “Public School, 
Bradford Grammar School, and af- 
terwards at Victorla Qollege, - Co- 
bourg, from where he yraduated in 
1868, taking the Prince of Wales gold 
medal for yencral proficiency. In 
1879 he was appointed president of the 
Guelph Agricultural College.

Magnets and Magnetiem. 

The niodern theory of magnetism, 
known as Weber's, alded greatly by 
the work of Professor Ewlng, main- 
tains that even the smallest physical 
quantity, the molecule, present in a 
bar inagnet is Itself a minute magnet. 
Hence the power of the magnet. de- 
pends entirely, in the first place, upon 
molecular ‘arrangement. 

This can be easily seen by filling a 
glass tube with stecl filings, loosely 
Packed. At first these are all in disor- 
der, but If a magnet is drawn over the 
tube they begin to turn themselves 
Snto one direction till perfect alignment 
takes place, when the tube acquires 
the properties of a magnet. 

The breaking of bar magnct into 
Pleces, cach piece in turn becoming a 
magnet, confirms this theory. So does 
saturation, as It is called, when the 
molecules are arranged and no further 
effect tnkes place. ‘The theory of mag- 
netic keepers closing the lines of force, 
thus preserving and not dissipating 
the power, is also In accordance with 
this. The primary source of magnetic 
power fs still unknown.

‘SOLAR MOTION. 


The Little We, Know About Where 
the San Is Going. 

Can we find out anything about the 
motions of our solar system? The old 
astronomer, ‘ before the Invention of 
spectroscopic methods, could attack 
the problem only by a consideration of 
certain stellar motions, It has been 
found that these motions are not alto- 
gether casual in character, as wo 
should expect, but there is a tendency 
to a grouping of the motions—an ar- 
rangement other than fortuitous. It 
appears that the individual stars form- 
ing the so ¢alled constellations on the 
sky are slowly closing up near a cer 
tain point of the heavens and as slow- 
ly opening out near a point diametric- 
ally opposite. ‘This is just what we 
should expect if the solar system is ap- 
proaching the point where the stars 
are opening out, The phenomenon has 
been compared to what we see when a 
regiment of soldiers marches toward 
us. At first there Js visible a confused 
mass of men only, but a8 distance di- 
minishes the ranks open out until each 
individual becomes at last plainly visi- 
ble. 

In this way It bas been possible to de- 
termine approximately the position on 
‘the sky of the “apex” of solar motion, 
or that polnt toward which our solar 
system is at present traveling. It is in 
the constellation ierealede We are 
obliged to assume that.6ur path is for 
the moment a straight linc. But we 
mean that “moment” which began 
when James Bradley gommenced the 
first star catalogue of modern precision, 
about 1720, and which will end long 
after present generations of men hare 
passed away. So mighty is the orbit 
in question that many centuries must 
come and go as moments before we can 
hope to detect the orbit's curvature. 

We are like travelers In the famous 
“corkscrew” tunnel of the St. Gothard 
railway. Trains enter on a low level 
and after going around a buge curve 
cut in the mountain emerge from the 
tunnel again on a higher level and at a 
point almost directly above the en- 
trance. Passengers while in the dark 
tunnel often amuse themselves by 
watching the necdle of a pocket com- 





} pass, which makes a complete revolu- 


tion during the passage. But without 
the compass they could not know wheth- 
er the train was moving on a straight 
or curved track, and £0 we passengers 
of the solar system, too, cannot know 
by observation whether our great cos- 
@alg; track fs straight or curved until,

The Soldier's Idle Time, 

Military life is necessarily made up 
largely of loafing.

You have to Invent a 
great many other jobs for him, eren to 
make a pretense of keeping him occu- 
pled. But these jobs are nearly all 
“loafing” Jobs, and when it is all done 
the soldier has a great many more {dle 
hours on his hands per diem than any 
other man In the same rank of life. 1 
do not know whether it Is possible to 
arrive at any remedy for this, but, if 
it is, the direction in which I should 
look for the remedy would be to make 
every soldier work at some other trade 
for a certain number of hours each 
day. The number of hours might be 
shorter .% the summer, when there is 
more opportunity for training and mill- 
tary exercise, and longer In the winter. 
If this were practicable, no doubt it 
would make an evormeus difference to 
the value of the soldicr as a. citizen 
when he leaves the ranks.—London 
Truth.

The Useful Banana, 

Immense fortunea have been made 
out of the banana business. Revenues 
do not accrue alone from the sale of the 
fruit, for the leaves are used for pack- 
ing, the wax found on the underside 
of the leaves is a valuable article of 
commerce, Manila hemp is made from 
the stems, and of this hemp are made 
mats, plaited work and lace bandker- 
chiefs of the finest texture.

Tiistoric tteer = 

The ricinity of Belmont park, Lofig 
island, was the early scenes of more 
racing activity than avy other spot on 
this continent. Here it was that the 
Newmarket course was constructed in 
1009, by the sanction of Colonial Gov- 
“Grnor Lovelace. This course continucd 
to be the theater of action In racing 
sports until 1821. It was in this vicin- 
ity also that the old Centerville course 
was constructed, which for many years 
was one of the most famous of Amer- 
ican race tracks. In 1821 the legisia- 
ture passed an act allowing the speed- 
ing of horses in Queens county during 
the months of May and October of cach 
year, and by virtue of this law the 
Union course was constructed the same 
year. This course was located in what 
was then the village of Jamaica, but 
the territory it occupled now forms a 
part of the borough of Queens, From 
the time of its construction until 1872 
the Union course was the scene of near- 
ly all the great racing events of the 
country. 

It was over this coyrse that American 
Eclipse and Sir Ienry, in 1823, thrilled 
the hearts of the sporting world in one 
of the greatest turf battles ever wit- 
nessed in the annals of racing. .

‘The first fight was on ‘Tuesday, Nov- 
ember 13, 1838, and the second on 
Friday, the 16th, I was a lad of 
twelve years of age, Hving at Pres- 
cott at the time, 1 was an eye 
witness to the fight on thee 13th 
November. J also saw the first shot 
fired by the little steamer Experi- 
ment at the large passenger sSteam- 
boat called the United States, on 
the latter's return irom landing sym- 
pathizers from Ogdensburg at Wind- 
nil Point. ‘The Canadian force on 
Tuesday, the 13th November, 1838, 
consisted of one company of the 83rd 
regiment, regulars, under Licutenant 
Johnsen, who was killed; one com- 
pany Royal Marines, under Livuten- 
ant Harper, who was wounded in his 
left arm; the Prescott company of 
volunteers, under Capt. Dr. H. D, 
Jessup; a company of Glengarry vole 
unteers, under Capt. George MeDon- 
ald, and the yeoman militia from the 
neighboring. counties, as well as 
those from Grenville County. Col. 
Fraser was, 1 belicve, In command of 
the militta; Col. Plomer Young, re- 
gular army, was Comioandant, atat- 
jonet at “Prescott at the time. ‘The 
first attack was made in conjunction 
with the steamboats Cobourg, Trav- 
eler and Experiment, with a Durham 
boat aX a gunboat. ‘The attack fail- 
«d to dixivdge the rebels. A guard 
was kept up on ‘the river, ax well a8 
on land, to prevent their escape till 
reinforcements sbould © arrive’ from 
Kingston, with heavier artillery, Tho 
whole of the Srl «regiment, under 
Col. Dundas, arrived on Friday, the 
16th, when a sccond attack was 
made. All the surrounding buildings 
near the mill were fired, and .the last 
refuge of the rebels, the windmill, 
wax the object of attack, the result 
leing the “final surrender of Von- 
shoutz and. hix nen.—Toronto Globe.

A man who wished to be for- 
ever lying on sofas, reading “eternal 
new novels of Crebillon and Mart- 
vaux,” must have been familiar with 
the faces of his favorites in the night 
hours. Elijah Fenton, a now forgotten 
coadJutor of Pope, was accustomed to 
lie ‘nbed at his lodgings, we are told, 
and be fed with a spoon, but Gray's 
love of case was not of this type.

DUELING IN AMERICA. 


The First Fatal Meeting Was Upon 
$ Historic Beaton Common. 

The first fatal duel fought in what 
is now the United States was upon 
Boston Common, between Benjamin 
Woodbridge and Henry Phillips, on the 
evening of July 3, 1728. These young 
men had quarreled over cards at the 
Royal Exchange tavern in King street, 
Dow State street, and under the Influ- 
ence of drink had agreed to settle thelr 
differences with swerds In tbe public 
grounds above nained. They wet at 2 
Uttle after 8 o'clock in the evening, and 
Woodbridge was mortally wounded 
and was found dead the following 
morning.

ror which may prove fatal to his

The death cup referred-to has a 
round cap, white, yellowish or green- 
ish In color, and the stem has a swollen 
base, surrounded by an envelope, ‘or 

| vell, of a white filmy substance, which 

| parts as the stalk extends upward. 
| ‘This stalk {s pithy when young, but 
| hollow at maturity, and the gills of the 
; cap, which in the meadow mushrooms 
i are pink or brown, are white in the 
' deadly variety, 13 are also the spores, 
which can be plainly seen If the cap 
| fs laid, gills downward, on a rece of 
| colored paper for a few hours, The 
swollen, or bulbous, base is a distin- 
} guishing characteristic, and no fungus 
| of that appearance should be gathered 
i for cooking. One of the Habilitics Is 
that these caps may be broken off 
! without due observance of its base, 
i which is often covered with earth or 
, dead grasses, hence not distinguished 
from some of the Jeplotas, which, how- 
ever, are never surrounded with the 
filmy veil of the death cup. 

The poisonous property of this fungus 

is largely the same us that found In the 
‘venom of a ratticsnake and also in 
cholera and dipltheria, and so far sct- 
ence is unable to produce any satisfac 
tory xntidote, atropine, the stomach 
pump and ofl purgatives belng about 
the only resources.

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THIRTEEN SWORDSMEN 6LAIN BY 
ONE MAN BEFORE AN ARMY, 





A Scene More Exciting Than Any 
Battle Im the Annals of Modern 
+ Wiatory—Ten Thousand Witnesses 
to the Terrible Work of One Sword, 


To give an idea of what a brave man 
can do if he knows fencing thoroughly 
and but keeps cool’ and collected in, 
danger we will relate a historical duel. - 
So extraordinary is this combat that it 
would be held a romance had it not 
been witnessed by a whole army. The 
hero Is Jean Louis, one of the great 
masters of the beginning of last cen- 
tury} and the duc! happened In Madrid 
in 1813. He was the master-at-arms of 
the Thirty-second regiment of French 
infantry. The First regiment, com- 
posed entirely of Itallans, formed part 
of the same brigade. 

Regimental esprit de corps and rival- 
ries of nationality caused constant 
quarrels, when swords were often 
whipped out or bullets exchanged. 
After a small battle had occurred in 
the streets of Madrid, in which over 
200 French and Italian soldiers had 
taken part, the oflicers of the two regl- 
ments, In a council of war assembled, 
decided to give such breaches of order 
fn great blow nnd to re-establish discl- 
pline, They decreed that the masters- 
at-arms of the two regiments should 
take up the quarrel and fight it out. 

Imagine a whole army In battle array 
on one of the large plains that sur 
round Madrid. In the center a large 
ring Js left open tir the contestants. 
This spot Is ralsed above the plain so 
tir t not ene of the spectators of this 
tragic scene—gayly dressed officers, 
soldiers in line, Spaniards, excited as 
never a bull fight excited .themn—will 
misa one phase of the contest. It is 
before 10,000 men that the honor of an 
army is about to be avenged in the 
blood of thirty brave men. 

‘The drum is heard. Two men, naked 
to the waist, step In the ring. The first 
Is tall and strong. His black eyes rotl 
disdainfully upon the gaping crowd. 
Me is Glacomo Ferrari, the celebrated 
Italian, ‘The second, tall, also hand- 
some and with muscles Hke steel, stands 
modestly awaiting the word of com- 
mand. His name Is Jean Louls. Tho 
seconds take their places on either side 
of thelr principals, A deathlike silence 
ensucs, 

“On guard!" i 

‘The two masters cross swords, Gla- 
como Ferrarl lunges repeatedly at Jean 
Louis, but in valn, His every thrust is 
met by a parry. Ie wakes up his mind 
to bide his chance and caresses and 
teases his opponent's blade, Jean Loula, 
calm and watchful, Jends himself to 
the play, when, quicker than lightning, 
the Itullan jumps aside with a loud 
yell and makes a terrible lunge at Jean 
Touls, a Florentine trick, often suc- 
cessful, But with extraordinary rapld- 
ity Jean Louis has parried and risposts 
quickly In the shoulder, 

“It Ja nothing,” cries Glacomo; “a 
mere scratch.” And they again fall on 
guard, Almost directly be ty bit In the 
breast. ‘This time the sword of Jean 
Louis, who is pow attacking, penetrates 
deeply, Glacomo's face becomes Hvid, 
his sword drops from his hand, and be 
falls heavily on the turf, He ts dead. 

Jean Louis Js already in position. He 
wipes his reeking blade; then, with the 
point of bis sword ou the ground, he 
calinly awaits the next man. 

‘The best fencer of the First regiment 
has just been carried away a corpse, 
but the day is not yet over.. Fourteen 
ndversaries are there, Impatient to 
measure swords with the conqueror, 
burning to avenge the master they bad 
deemed Invincible, 

Jean Louls hardly had two minutes’ 
rest. He Js ready. “A new adversary 
stands before him. A sinister click of 
swords is beard, a Junge, a parry, a ris- 
post and then a cry, a sigh, and all Is 
over. A second body is before Jean 
Louis. 

A third adversary advances, They 
want Jean Louis to rest. "I am not 
tired,” he answers, with a smile, 

The signal is given. The Italian fs as 
tall as the one who Hes there a corpse 
covered by a military cloak. THe has 

fosely watched Jean Louls' play and 
1inks he bas guessed the secret of bis 
ctories. He roultiplies bis feints and 
tricks; then, all at once, bounding like a 
tiger on his prey, he gives his opponent 
a terrible thrust in the lower Ine. But 
Jean Louis’ sword has parried and fs 
now deep within his opponent's breast, 

What need we to relate any more? 
Ten new adversaries followed him, and 
the ten fell before Jean Louls amid the 
excited yells and roars of an army.” 

At the request of the Thirty-second 
regiment's coloncl, who thought the les- 
gon sufficient, Jean Lonis after much 
pressing consented to stop the combat, 
and he shook hands with the two sur- 
vivors, applauded by 10,000 men. 

From that day fights ceased between 
French and Italian soldiers. 

This wonderful and gigantic combat 
might be held a fable wero pot all the 
facts above stated still found in the 
archives of the ministry of war.

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CAUSES OF COLDS. 





Que of the Most Common of Them Is 
Eatiug Too Much. 

The invariable cause of colds comer 
from within, not without. No one takes 
cold when in a vigorous state of health, 
with pure blood coursing through the 
body, and there Is-no good reason why 
any one in ordinary health should have 
a cold. It may come from insufficient 
exercise, breathing of foul air, want of 
wholesome food, excess of food, lack of 
bathing, ete, but always from some 
ylolation of the plain laws of health. 

There can be no more prolific cause 
of colds than highly seasoned foods as 
well as {requent eating. These give no 
time for the digestive organs to rest 
nnd Incite an increased flow of the dl- 
restive secretions, ‘Thus larger quantl- 
tles of nourishment are absorbed than 
can be properly utilized, and the result 
is an obstruction, commonly called a 
“cold,” which is simply an cffort of the 
system to expel the useless material. 
Properly speaking, It is self polsoning, 
due to an incapability of the organism 


‘to regulate and compensate for the dis- 


turbance, 

A deficient supply of pure alr to the 
lungs Is not only a strong predisposing 
cause bad a but a prolific source of 
much grAver conditions. Pure alr and 
exercise nre necessary to prepare the 
system for the assimilation of nutri- 


“ment, for without tl yu there can be no 
vigorous health ts oxygen of -the 


alr we breathe’ regulates the appetite 
as well as the nutriment that Is built 
up in the system. 

e safest and best wey to avold 
colds is to sleep in a room with the 
windows wide open and to remain out 
of doors every day, no matter what 
may be the weather, for at Ieast two 
hours, preferably with some kind of 
exercise, If no more than waiking.. One 
should not sit down to rest while the 
feet are wet or the clothing damp. A 
person may go With the clothing wet 
through to the skin all day if be but 
keeps moving. Exercise keeps up the 
circulation and prevents taking cold. 

The physiologic care of colds js the 
prevention of the occurrence. The per- 
son who docs pot carry arodnd an over- 
supply of alimentation in his system 
and furthermore secures a purified cit. 
culation by. strict, sanitary cleanliness, 
thus placing himself in a positive con- 
dition, is immune to colds, A starving 
man cannot take cold, 

A careful dict would exclude the use 
of all narcotics and all food that fs not 
thoroughly appropriated. An overfed 
person is wof3e.Off than one who is un- 
derfed, because tho overfed—body Is 
taxed to dispose wir pot be ap- 
propriated and, when not properly dis- 
posed of, remains only to be an clement 
of danger.—Science of Health, 





Polsonoue and Harmless Snakes, 

Thero ts a certain physiological dif- 
ference between the polsonous and 
harmless snakes which. exists very 
plainly in their manner of dentition, 
Ail snakes are objects of aversion and 
dread to mankind, so much so that to 
be bitten by a snake has at Umes been 
ro fearful to the victitn as to have pro- 
duced death although the snake was 
harmless, Such Is the instinctive dread 
with which these reptiles are thought 
of that it may be desirable to have 
some casy mode of distingulshing the 
one kind from the other. This distlo- 
gulshing characteristic is afforded by 
the tecth) In all polsonous snakes 
there are only two rows of teeth, the 
fang or fangs being arranged clther 
within the two rows or outside of them, 
The harmless suakes have four distinct 
rows of teeth, and when the bite shows 
this kind of wound and not any single 
deeper or larger puncture there need 
be no apprebension, 





Walking For Malaria, 

Obstinate cases of malaria that have 
withstood the ocean yoyages, mountain 
heights and quiniue dosing are sald to 
have been conquered by systematic and 
continued walking. What the malarial 
patient wants most to do is to sit In- 
doors, nurse bis aches and pains or to 
lie down and doze. Advocates of the 
walking cure maintain that fresh alr is 
an antidote not only to the malaria it- 
self, but to the bluca, which usually 
accompanies it. Their advice to the 
sufferer is to dress up warmly if the 
weather Is dump or rainy and go out to 
walk. Wear dannel next to the skin, 
stout shoes and simple hat. If it is 
warm, dress lightly, but carry a wrap 
to throw around the shoulders against 
drafts and too rapid cooling off. When 
one comes to think of it, there are few 
maladics on earth that fresh air and 
moderate exercise are not good for,

From the “Once Upon @ Time” Stage 
te “That Reminds Me.” 

Our earliest instinct {s to ask for 5 
story, our Jatest to tell one unasked. 
Human life is bounded at elther end 
by a phrase; “once upon a time” at ont 
end, “that reminds me” at the other. 


Above the first instinct we rise gradu- 1 


ally, gradually declining to the second, 
Not that the narrative sense ever dies 
in us; only that in the plenitude of our 
powers we are not satisfied with a story 
that is nothing more than a story, a 
narrative for narration’s sakc. 

The mind of a child Is all agapo for 
facte, for it is empty, and nothing is so 
quickly filling, so casily assimilable, as 
a dish of facts. Facts of fiction are 
preferred by the child to actual facts 
because they satisfy also its strong im- 


“aginative sense. Its moral and intel- 


Iectual senses are still in abeyance. De- 
duce from any story “a moral” or an 
idea, and the child runs away rudely. 
There lics the difference between us 
and it. Our moral and intellectual 
sensea are fiourisbing, and by thelr 
Strength our Imagination {fs propor- 
tlonately weakened. Grimm is not 
enough for us. Our moral sense cries 
aloud for Hans Andersen. Dumas 
leaves us cold. Our mind needs Balzac. 
It {s not enou, us that once upon 
a time there were three princesses or 
three musketeers who suffered or did 
some queer things. We want those 
triads to illustrate, te symbolize, to 
mean something, to corroborate or up- 
set some theory that we have formed, 
to quicken our mind and affect our 
conduct. 

Such are the prime needs of our ma- 
turity. Comes Time, mowing away 
with his ecytbe our intellectual and 
moral curiosity; nor does be restore 
to us our old imagination, He crops us 
bare of all but experience. Things that 
have bappencd—especially, old egoists 
that we are, the things that have hap- 
pened to ourselves—are the only things 
that rouse us from our iletbargy. 
“Anecdotage” is an ugly phrase. “Sec 
ond childhood,” less harsb, is not less 
exactly descriptive. For our last state, 
the state where narrative is absolute 
despot, was our first state too.—Max 
Beerbotim in Saturday Review.

“LONOON'S GRASSHOPPER. 


For Nearly Three and a Half Centu- 
rica a) Famous Landmark. 

The golden grasshopper on the tower 
of the Royal Exchange has been for 
nearly three and a balt centuries a 
London Jandmark as familiar as the 
“ross ou St Paul's or the dragon on 
Row church steeple. 

Sir Thomas Gresham, a royal agent 
In three successive reigns. founded the 
exchange In the relgn of Elizabeth. He 
erected at. his own expense a beautiful 
structure in the Flemish style of archi- 
tecture, with shops on the first floor, “A 
bell tower crowned by 2. buge grass 
Lopper stood on one side of the chief 
evutrance. ‘The bell in this tower sum- 
moned the merchants at 12 o'clock noon 
und 6 o'clock evening. During the great 
tire of 1606 the building was totally de- 
troy. ‘The statues of kings and 
queens which ornamented the corridors 
were precipitated {nto the enormous cel- 
lars and with them the tower and 
grasshopper. 

Gresham was loyally Joved by the 
metropolis, and his gencrous services 
were not forgotten. Krom the moun- 
tain of debris the grasshopper Was res- 
cucil, and it was placed—a lofty vane 
of gilt brass—abore the new dome sup- 
ported by eight Corinthian columns, 
and to this hour it swings to the points 
of the compass, perpetuating the sign 
and crest of the Gresham family. The 
old clock In this tower had four dials 
and chimed four times dally, on Sunday, 
the One Hundred and Fourth Psalm; 
on Monday, “God Save the King;" on 
Tuesday, “Waterloo March;” on Wed- 
nesday, “There’s Nae Luck Aboot the 
Hoose;? on Thursday, “See, the Con- 
quering Hero Comes;” on Friday, “Life 
Let Us Cherish,” and on Saturday, 
“Foot Guards’ March.” In 1838 fire 
again devastated the stately building, 
beginning soon after 10 at night, and 
by next morning the clock tower alone 
wns standing. It is elguificant that the 
last alr played by the chimes before 
they went crashing through the tower 
roof, crushing the entrance arch below, 
was “There's Nac Luck Aboot the 
Hoose:* then the elght bells ceased 
their clanging. 

The grasshopper was unharmed and 
to this day remains, eleven fect of 
abioimering meta), looking down from 
its perch 108 fect above the busy 
atreets.—Jullan King Colford in St 
Nicholas.

Lord Roscbery, in his address to 
tho Scottish History Society the

Operations of ‘The ere.” 


The lumber industry along tho Up- 
per Ottawa was developed very ra- 
pidly during the thirties and . carlv 
forties, and there was much compo- 
tition among the operators to secure 
the finest pines and those most ac- 
cessible to the streams and lakes.

Beckett was then the chicl 
lumberman along the Muskrat, und 
had evidently determined to retain 
the status, At By-town he employed 
@ man named Gillespie, a redoubt- 
able bully, to hire his inen, and be- 
fore a man was engaged he was 
obliged to fight Gillespie, who was 
thus enabled to judge tho purgilistic 
qualitics of his applicant. Only once 
was Gillespio known to have been 
thrashed, when he met his Waterloo 
at the hands of James Milly, a 
strapping young Irishinan, whom he 
at once engaged, und who afterwards 
became the boss bully of the Beckett 
gang. The operations of the “Shin- 
ers’ did not long continue; civiliza- 
tion and the strong arm of the law 
Were clone at their heels, and thoy 
were soon forced to abandon — their 
tactics, Many of them afterwards 
Settled and became good citizens,

1¢ Was Not the United States, but the 
Loaisinna Republic. . 3 

‘The first republic in this hemisphere 
to succeed in compelling recognition of 
its Independence was, of course, the ro- 
public whose proud capital Is Washing- 
ton. But there was an earlier onc 
which diced soon after its birth, of

When france, in 1764, ceded Louisi- 
ana to Spain, the subjects of King 
Louls XY, objected) to the transfer 
without their consent. The local gov- 
ernment submitted the question to the 
council, which, under the lead of Nich- 
olas Chattvin de Lafrenicre, rose in re- 
volt. Lafreniere called a convention 
of the people at New Orleans. white the 
tew Spanish governor was on his way 
to the colony, and the convention se- 
lected a delegate to go to Paris to dis- 
suade the French king from his course.

. What my friend. said was truce, 1 
went to the concert that night and 
enjoyed it as much in what I saw as 
in what I heard. ‘The movements of 
that leader's hands ani wrists, the 
gentle undulations of his baten, the 
quick shake of his head and tossing 
hair, the fitting expressions upon 
his face, the bending of his shoulders, 
the nervous movement of his fect, tho 
quick lifting of both arins, told mo 
whether the orchestra was softly 
sighing a Iwilaby or whispering @ 
love song or sounding forth a battle 
call or playing a waltz or a wedding 
march or moaning a requicm or 
sounding forth the defiance of the 
warring elements or singing tho song 
of a harvest home or making all the 
voices of the woods blend in on» 
sweet chorus. In those swift, sharp 
or slow movements of that impre- 
sario I could sce the ever changing 
spirit of that musical night. 

This orchestral Icader’s movements 
interpreted, in q musical sense, what 
every man’s ‘‘longuage of action’ ac- 
complishes in a moral and spiritual 
way. A bad. man’s tongue may be 
palsied, but he can still speak os do 
the deaf routes in the sign language. 
All the evil spirits that are within 
him can find their outward expres- 
sion before an observant world in 
what ho docs ax well as in what he 
says. His lifting arms speak, His 
moving head speaks. His sneering 
smilo speaks. His scornful eycbrows 
speak. I would supplement my text 
with the warning words which King 
Solomon wrote along the same line: 
“Let thine eyes look right on and 
let thine eyelids look straight before 

_ thee, Ponder the path of thy feet, 
end Ict all thy s be established, 
‘Turn not to the it nor to the 
Jeft. Remove thy fout from evil.” 

A wicked man’s evil actions are 
manifested, in the first place, by the 
conspicuous absence from all pure 
and noble associates. He docs not 
count among his daily companions 
the good, thp pure, the truce. He 
would never. fevl so proud of his 
Christian friends ‘as to order, by 
way of tribute to one of them, such 
an opitaph chiseled for his own 
tombstone as Lord Erooks had cut 
upon his—‘‘Here lies Sir Philip Sid- 
ney’s friend.’’) He would not do us 

. did Sir Thomas Abney, who was de- 
lighted to welcome to his home such 
n gucst as the gentile, consecrated, 
Christlike brother, Ixaac Watts. That 
English nobleman asked the great 
hiymnologist to visit him for a week 
at his ancestral iahor, and then on 
account of Isaac Watts’ Christian 
gentleness ho persuaded him to pro- 
long his visit for over a quarter ofa 
“2 century. Dut as ‘dirds of a feather 

flock together and buzzards nest with 
buzzards and doves with doves, the 
wicked man eschews the company of 
athe good. He feels just as uncom- 

4 fortable associating with the pure, 

the ‘true, the nobic, ax the good man 
feels uncomfortable when in the com- 
panionship of the bad. The morning 
cloud is cither gilded by the rising 
fun or blackened by the scowl ‘of the 
storm. A man's good or ‘bad com- 
panionships interpret the character of 
the inner man in the golden letters 
of light or in the black Ietters of 
death. 

. A man's true life can nearly al- 

ways be judged by his surroundings. 

If i enter your home and find upon 

your parlor table a well used Bible, 

if I see upon the walls puro and el- 
vating pictures and especially in 
conspicuous places such religious pic- 
tures as Raphael's ‘‘Sistine Madon- 
na’ and Rubens’ ‘Descent From the 

Cross’ and Murillo’s *‘Alraham and 

the Angels’* or Correggio's *‘Repent- 

ant Magdalen;"* if 1 see upon your 
library shelves among the well 
thumbed books such works as ‘Thomas 

a Kempis’ ‘Imitation’ end Farrar’s 

“Life of Christ’ and the biographies 

of Livingstone and Drainerd and 

Gordon and a set of Parker's ““Pco- 

ple’s, Bible; if I see your musfe rack 

filled with the masterpieces of — the 
great religious compositions, such as

and Mendelssohn's ‘‘Elijah’’ on 
in tho

*Moses,* I am gompelled to believe 
that somo’pure, noble spirit has becn 
living in and dominating that home. 
So,-by. the = “‘language of action,”” 
when I find a man longing to bo in 
the house of God on the Sabbath 
Day, when I sce that man,’ week 
after week, sitting in a conspicuous 
ce at the midweck prayer imect- 
ing, when “I find him continually 
secking the great religious gathyrings 
which every little while take place 
in a large city; when I find him, 
daily and weekly and yearly, associ- 
ating with men and: women noted for. 
their Christian integrity, I am. com- 
‘pelled to believe that that man wants ‘ 
to be aod and to: live a puro life, 
On the other hand, when I sco o 
man . conspicuous for his _alsence 
from all good alliliations his actions 
inform me as plainly, as*his. words ; 
could do that Bis character, is just 
the opposite of what it ought to be. 

The father of a great English 
preacher taught this lesson tp. his 
son, Some time after his son, then a 
very young man, was married his 
father visited him. “After he had 
passed through and examined the dil-- 
ferent rooms. of the house he sald: 
“My son, there is one mistake about 
your home. I sce nothing In the fur- 
niture, in pictures upon tho walls or 
books upon the table to lead me, if 
I was a stranger to this home,» to 
judge whether you belonged to God 
or to the devil. In every room and 
upon every wall you should always 
have something to prove to your 
quests that you are a child of God. 
A man’s Christian life should be 
manifested’ in’ the furniture of his 
house as well as by his outside sur- 
roundings.””. What that Christian 
parent said in reference to a man's 
domestic life is essentially true in re- 
fereice to his outside human alfilia- 
tions. A wicked man's inner char- 
acter can nearly always be judged by 
his conspicnous avoidance of noble 
associates. By your jntimate friends 
your Christian lifeis to be judged as 
well as by the words that you speak, 

But a wicked man’s actions have a 
positive as well as a negative signi- 
fieance. If by the absence from all 
good associates a man’s character 
rests under a dark cloud, then by his 
bold and reckless defiance of all the 
great moral influences of the day his 
wicked life is to he judged also, It 
is onc act to sin in secret and to he 
ashamed of your sins, It is a far 
moro heinous act to publicly parade 
your sins and come to a depraved 
condition, in which you do not scem 
to care what people may say in re- 
ference to your life or how by your 
bold example they quay be led astray 
through your evil conduct. 

This indictment against the actions 
of an evil man’s life is the more 
positive because, even_in the lowest 
forms of ovtw ice, by the ‘lan- 
guage of actian’’ the wicked) nan 
nearly always wants to appear n fit- 
tle better than he really Is. Theodore 
Roosevelt, who has been a student of 
beasts and birds and flowers, Says 
that this characteristic to appear 
better than they ‘are ix not always 
true of all the inhabitants of the 
natural world as it is of men. Once, 
when visiting Nashville, Tenn., he 
heard g mocking bird, whose reputa- 
tion for the most part rests purely 
upon his ability for mimiery, til a 
whole night with swectest | music, 
Upon the tree Just outside his’ opened 
window the president saw and heard 
him. “Sometimes,” wrote Mr, 
Roosevelt, “he would perch motion- 
less for many. ‘uinutes, his body { 
quivering and thrilling with the out- | 
pour of music. ‘Then he would drop | 
softly from twig to twig until the | 
lowest limb was reached, when he 
would rise fluttering and leaping 
through tho branches, his song never | 
ceasing for an instant, until he reach- | 
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ed the suminit of the tree and launch- 
ed into tho warn, scent Jaden air, 
foating in spirals with outstretched 
wings, until, as sank 
gently back into tho tree and down 
through the branghes, while his song 
rose into an ccstasy of ardor and 
passion."

Ilow 
dare you, without a blush upon your 
cheek, be secn entering the saloon or 
be known to pass your evenings ina 
disreputable haunt, where the name 
of Christ is sneered at and ridiculed? 
How dare you g! Hy boast of thore 
sins about which I dare not speak 
in public? Do you not know that by 
your “language of action’ you are 
not only destroyipg yourself, but | 
others also? F 

Men sometimes have not the cour- 
age to commit the crimes they de- 
sire, but by their actions incite oth- 
ers to Commit them: but God and 
man hold the:n accountable for the 
acts of their agents. As Henry: if, 
of England, goaded by the arrogance 
of Thomas Becket, connived at his 
murder and was punished and huroiti- 
ated as severely as if he had com- 
mitted it with his own hands, * 80 
those who, use other men and profit 
by their crimes are responsible — for 
them. Like the usurper of Naboth's 
vineyard, he docs not slay . with his 
own hands the Jezreclite; but, “like 
Ahnb, he shuts his eyes, and allows 
another to commit the crime he hi 
self is too cowardly to do. “He 
winketh with his eves’ inay mean 
“the wicked man thuts his eyes ta gq 
crime which is being couunitted ia 
his nanic.”

After the cross-exam- 
ining Jawyer had in vain tried to 
break down. the land's testimony he 
at last ‘tured and said, ‘*Your fath- 
er has been telling you how to testi- 
answered 
Walter, “he has." ‘“Then, my boy, 
tell us how your father told you to 
testify.”’ “Well,” said Walter, “‘fath- 
er said that the lawyers would try 
to tangle me, but if I would = just 
take my time and be careful and tell 
the truth I could tell the same thing 
every time.’ Though that father Was 
not at the time on the witness 
stand, by@his ‘language of action’ 
the father spoke when the boy spoke.

ous remark of the scofler, They had 
no midnight mectings or dances with 
the devil, ‘dead men’s fingers’’ were 
excluded from their stock-in-trade, 
and it is doubtful if there was even 
a broomstick in the possession of all 
tho unholy sisterhood, They were 
mostly blackmuailers. 

Witches’ wemarkable Powers, 

Just as the Highland caterans lev- 
jed toll on thevSassenach cattle-own- 
ers for the immunity of their stock, 
so, in most cases, the local witch de- 
manded, and was generally paid, a 
fixed sum annually, in consideration 
of which she agreed to refrain from 
exerting her evil powers on her 
clients’ cattle beasts. Supernatural 
gifts had only to be claimed to be 
acknowledged, and many of tho un- 
happy women believed in their pro- 
{essed power. ‘Their emoluments were

gathered from the fact that a pound | 
of tobacco could accomplish reat 
things in the way of healing discaso 
in a man or beast. Many remarkable 
powers wero ascribed to the witches, 
It was averred and believed that they 
could take the milk from their neigh- 
bor’s cattlo (generally by milking 
the iron crook on which tho  kettlo 
was hung), and they could bring the 
herrings to tho coast, and so insure 
the success of their fishermen clients, 
and, that they could raiso storms 
and sink ships; drowning those who 
had given them offence. In fact, there 
was little the witch could not do 
when sho had a inind., As Burns says 
in “Tam o° Shanter:"’ 

“For moar a beast to dead te ehot, 

And perished mony a-bounle boat, 

And shook balth metkle corm and bear, 

And kept the countryside jn fear,” 


They had a pretty way, too, of fly- 
ing through tho air with incredible 
swiftness to London or Dublin, where 
they took possession of wine cellars 
and drank wine till morning,  Curi- 
ously enough, they never thought of 
flying across the Irish Sea so long 
as they could sail across in an ese- 
shell or a sieve, ‘Then for a purely 
nominal charge they could waste an 
enemy With diseass by the simple 
process of melting g waxen lina 
over the firg, and, When the spirit 
moved them, they were wont to turn 
themselves into seagulls, cats, hares, 
iwnice, black sheep, rats, ravens, 
whales, and occasionally, foaming 
breakers. (It was sometimes in’ the 
disguise of a hare that they depriv- 
ed cows of their milk).

To this day tnles of the uncanny 
doings of the witches are told with 
bated breath round the peat fires of 
many a lone Highland eroft, and one 
or two of these may be worth re 
telling.

“Ho is aware that you are not in 
any sense responsible for a state of 
things which is a blot upon our civ- 
il jurisprudence, but he thinks an 
carly expression of your and per- 
haps his opinion, from the high po- 
sition you occupy, would tend to 
remedy a state of things which 
threatens to result in a virtual de- 
nial of justice.’* 

Hallantine used to say of Bovilt, 
“With a littl more expericnce Bo- 
vill would be the worst judge of the 
bench.’ He believed the letter to 
be genuine and summoned his brother 
judges to adviso him how to act in 
tuch an unprecedented © interference 
with the administration of — justice. 
Luckily one of his junior contempor- 
aries Imad the wisdom to suggest that 
the best course was to see if the 
letter were really genuine before con- 
tidering the rave — constitutional 
question involved. Thereupon they 
sent down to Sie Algernon. Ho fow 
to Westminster, Of course, the thing 
Was aomonstrous forgery, and he was 
in time to prevent the precipitating 
of the thunderbolt that would inevit- 
ably have left the bench had Bovill 
not .been wisely counseled. The au- 
thor was never discovered, nor did 
they asetrtain how he managed to 
get hold of official treasury note pa- 
per for the purpose.—St. James Ga- 
zette.

Lendon, Jan. 25.—(C. A. P.)—The

fula in tho dredger for dusting the 
board, mix the flour to a stiff dough, 
using Just as little water as possible; 
then toss on to the board and “knead 
until smooth and elastic, cover and Iet 
stand from three to five minutes, then 
pat and roll out into a rectangular 
shape.

Cut out as desired, chill thoroughly on 
tce and bake on the lower floor of the 
oven. : 

This gives a pastry in which the lay- 
ora are very distinct. If two table 
spoonfuls of butter be worked Into the 
flour before the water is added a ten- 
der crust will result, but the layers will 
not be so distinct.

The shillalah is the most essential 
part of the equipment of an Irishman 
as seen on; the stage or in the comic 





papers. Pat, to be recogtlized as a 
genuine Hibernian, must wear knew 
breeches, have his pipe thrust 


through the band of his “‘caubecn”’ 
and must flourish a stout stick, whilo 
it is always understodd that ho is 
forever spoiling for a fight, and so 
hig constant invitation is, ‘Who'll 
tread on the tail of my coat?’’ The 
picture is of course grossly overcol- 
ored, One might travel many miles 
and many days in, Ircland without 
meeting an Irishivan with his pipe in 
the band of his hat: but, on the oth- 
er hand, if the shillalah is not for- 
ever in his hand, he is certainly fa- 
miliar with the article, 

The shillalah was mwuch more in 
evidence in the riotous days of old— 
the days pictured in the novels of 
Lever and Le Fanu und in the amus- 
ing if not too faithful pictures of 
Irish life drawn by Trench and other 
writers of the middle of the last cen- 
tury. Those were the days when fac- 
tion fights Mourished and the maxim 
“Whenever you see a head hit itt’’ 
was faithfully observed. Fighting was 
just *‘divarsion.”’ 

In days gone by Englishinen were 
just as ready and us expert at stick 
play as an Irishinan is still supposed 
to be.

“yt was at Brandon Fair that we 
first’ renlized that one of tho draw- 
backs of this country is tho total 
absence of uscful things of small 
valuc. We have learned that lesson a 
hundred times since then, In the old 
country sixpence has a very apprecie 
able buying power. Here ten cents, 
or fivepence, is practically the sunall- 
est coin in use, and is certainly of 
no more worth than twopence at 
home. At Brandon Fair the ‘‘sido 
shows,’ which at home would charge 
a penny, twopence or at the very 
utmost threepence, for adinission, 
charged’ invariably 15 cents, or 7id., 
and they were crowded, I was in a 
shop where d mother was buying a 
little candy for o fractious and pes 


} tering child, and sho gave 5 cents, oF 


2]d., for an amount that would have 
been purchased in England for a half- - 
penny. It costs you fivepence to get 
your boots blacked, and a shilling 
for a shave in a hotel. Any drink, in 
the smallest of tumblers, such as a 
couple of tablespoonsful of gin and 
a squirt of stone ginger beer, costs 
15 cents. I had a little ammonin 
and sweet oil mixed in a small bottle 


to neutralize mosquito bites. Tho 
cost was two shillings. If you ayk 


for lager beer they give you a small 
ginss, one-third of a half-pint bottle, 
for fivepence. A bottle of lager beer, 
which I could get for sixpence in 
SheMcld, costs two shillings in ,_ Ca- 
nadian hotel—not lager brought from 
Germany, but locally brewed. It Is 
neceseary, in brief, to pay heavily for 
small purchases or do without them, 
The latter is the better plan. I¢ 
seems to me that “‘living’’ in Canady 
is quite twice as dear as living in 
England, but in Canada the food | 
would be somewhat inore varied and 
profuse. A single working nan has 
to pay thirty shillings a week for 
food and lodgings on the averagr, 
and he can easily spend another 
pound a week on such luxuries as 
smoking and drinking. I suspect that 
a good deal of the saving which goes 
on here is made possible by men go- 
ing without things that are unneces- 
sary. The strong temperance  fevling 
of the country hax, in no inconsider- 
able degree, an cconomic basis.—John 
Derry, one of the visiting ritish 
journee in The SheMfeld Indepen- 
dent.

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HOME BAKING. 


Goeed and Simple Concoctions to Sat- 
infty the Holiday Anpetite. 

When in the course of the New 
Year's home gathering and visiting the 
house fs full of peeple, young and’ old, 
there are other repasts t6 be thought of 
besides the New Year's replica of the 
Christmas diuner, Luncheons, teas and 
suppers all-must Nave a more or less 
festive character, and hardly anything 
helps out of every culinary emergency 
so well as a bountiful supply of cake. 
Crullers, doughnuts and frult cake are 
old “stand bys” for the holiday supper 
table, and many bomes would be in- 
complete without them. Following are 
a few casy and rather-simple recipes 
for these: , ~ 

Inexpensive Fruit Cake—Beat one 
egg, add a cupful of sugar, a cupful of 
molasses, half a cupful of hot coffee 
with a level’ teaspoonful of soda dis- 
solyed In it; add, also, a tablespoonful 
of butter to the hot coffee; then thor- 
oughly incorporate inte the mixture as 
much prepared mince meat, followed 
by two cupfuls of flour, as makes it of 
proper consistency. Pour into a decp, 
buttered tin and bake slowly. 

One Egg Luncheon Cake.—One table- 
spoonful of butter, ene scant cupful of 
sugar, one egg, one aud one-half cup- 
fuls of flour, three-quarters of a cupful 
of milk (scant), three-quarters of a cup- 
ful of currants, one teaspoonful of bak- 
ing powder. Rub the butter to a cream, 
add the sugar gradually, then the well 
beaten egg. Sift the flour and baking 
powder together, add the four and milk 
to the mixture, beat well, then add the 
currants; ngain beat it up well and 
bake asa loaf or in small pans. 

Crullers.—Three egss well beaten, 
three heaping tablespoonfuls of pulver- 
ized sugar, three tablespoonfuls of 
melted butter, nutmeg for favoring 
and flour enough to roll conveniently. 
Fry in bot lard, - 

Sugar Cookies.—Two cupfuls of but- 
ter, two and one-half cupfuls of sugar, 
four eggs, a teaspoonful of soda and 
flour to make stiff enough to roll. 








HOLIDAY SWEETS. 


Pare and Attractive Homemade Can- 
dlea Nice For New Year's Day. 

Dear to the heart of childhood and 
also to the “children of a larger 
growth” are the sweets of the holiday 
tide. In many houscholds the home 
manufacture of these, with the help of 
the young folks and even the small fry, 
who can at least shell nuts, Is one of 
the delights of the season. Once the 
art of making foundation, or “fondant,”

fs mastered this will be found an easy 


task. Here are Miss Bedford's instruc- 
tions for the same, originally presented 
in Tabie Talk: 

It is best for a beginner to take buta 
small portion of sugar at a time, say 
half a pound, in measurement one-half 
pint. Tut this over the fire in a very 
clean saucepan with one-balf of a cup- 
ful of warm water. Stir only until the 
sugar is dissolved or the fondant will 
be more or less grainy. In about five 
minutes after bolling has begun take 
out a iittle and drop it Inte a small 
bowl of very cold water. Innmediately 
plunge in the-hand and,see if it has 
thickened suiliciently to be rolled in a 
very soft ball between thumb and fin- 
gers; it not, wait a moment and test It 
again. ‘These tests must be made rap- 
idly, for the sirup passes rery quickly 
from one stage or degree to another, 
and if boiled a moment too long the 
work must be done over again. As 
soon as it can be rolled into a soft ball 
ft the saucepan quickly from the fire 
nnd pour out the sirup on a platter 
which bas been slightly greased with 
butter or olive oll. Let stand until it 


is a little more than blood warm, when, 


if properly bolled, the surface will’bave 
a flexible skin which can be slightly 
indented on pressure; If, however, it 
should bave a granular crust,\ add to 
it half as much water as at first and 
it mist be cooked over again. Its 
condition being right, it shptld now 
be stirred with a silver Or wooden 
spoon. It will slowly cloud, then thick- 
en until {it Is too stiff to be longer 
stirred. Now take it up quickly in the 
hands and work and knead as {f it 
were bread dough. Continue this for 
about five minutes until it feels soft 
and creamy, then pack it In a bowl or 
wide mouthed jar and cover tiglitly, 
and it will keep unchanged for months. 

Whenever the candies themselves aro 
to be made St will be necessary to have 
some Savorings, as strong or concen- 
trated as possible; colorings, which, in 
the form of color pastes, can be pro- 
cured from any first clasg grocer; some 
shelled uuts and anything else desired, 
such as dates, Oza, ete, While it Is pos- 


‘sible to purchase special tools, it Is not 


necessary, as a small fork will answer 
every purpose. Where paraffin or waxed 
paper cannot be procured; substitute 
flat dishés, very slightly greased with 
olive oll or melted butter, Have a shal- 
low pan filled with bolling water. 

In a cup or other small dish put a 
plece of fondant ns largo as an egg; 
stand the cup in the hot water and 
with a fork mash and stir-unti) the 
fondant {fs softened to a thick cream. 
The stirring 3 obligatory. as, if left 
untouched, the fondant will melt to a 
elear sirup. Add a drop or two of 
flavoring and the necessary coloring. 

Often a layer of chopped nuts or 
silced frult may be put between layers 
of fondant. In these and other ways 
tiany pretty variations can be made

TORONTO'S BALLOT FRAUDS. 





Assessment Department seriously Char- 
ged By Ald. Je Duss. 


Toronto, Jan. 26.—The City Coun- 
cil met yesterday afternoon. The 
meeting was preeeded by a sceret 
session of the Board of Control at 
which W. R. Riddell, K.C., was re- 
commended a8 counsel for the civic 
investigation. At 8 o'clock Mayor. 
Urquhart presented a message to 
the Council, in‘ which the enormity 
of the revelations so far made Was 
alluded to and the matter of investl- 
gation endorsed. His Worship noted 
four classes of corruption charged: 
Fraudulent voting by poll officials, 
personation by individuals, voting 
too. many times, and “the taking 
part in the campaign. for corrupt 
burposes, by corporations or other 
associations, for the purpose of fur- 
thering their private interests.”’

Between 100 and130 Lying Dead 
in Passages and Headings. 








Of These Imprisoned tn the Harwiek 
Mine at Cheswick, Pa., 75 Have Been 
Leeated aed Are Thought te Be Alive 
—Owing to the Cages Belug Demolish- 
ed the Werk ef Eeseue Is Slow and 
Acteal Facts Unkaown, 


Pittsburg, Jan. 26.—From all) thot 
could be gathered at o late hour last 
night, between 100 and 130 men are 
lying dead in the headings and pas- 
sageways of the Harwick mine of 
the Allegheny Coal Company at 
Cheswick, the result of a torrific ex- 
plosion yesterday. ‘There are 190 
men entombed, but at 12.45 75 of 
them had been located and most of 
them are considered alive. 

Cage after cage has gone down in- 
to the mine and come up again, but 
only one mincr of all those who 
went to work in the morning was 
brought to the surface. ‘The man 
rescucd is Adolph Gunia, and tho is 
still in q semi-conscious condition at 
the temporary hospital in the rude 
schoolhouso above tho minc. 

The explosion occurred about 8 
o'clock yesterday morning. Tho first 


warning was the sudden rumble. A 
sheet of flame then rose from the 
decp shaft. 
Mine Cages Blown Up. 
Both mine cages were hurled 
through the tipple, 20 fect above 


the landing stage, und tho three men 
in the tipple were hurled to the 
ground. A mule was thrown 9 bigh 
above the shaft and fell dead on the 
ground. 

The injured men in the tipple were 
brought at once to “this city, where 
Henry Mayhew, a check weighman, 
and Geo. Wolton, a™~ tipple man, 
died. ‘The rumble of the explosion 
and the crash at the pit mouth 
startle! the little village and the 
wives and children of the men below 
rushed to the scene of the disaster, 
but found little encouragement. 
There was no way to get into the 
deep workings, The cages that let 
the men into tho mines and brought 
then out again when the day's work 
was done were demolished. All day 
long there was a jain of waiting wo- 
men and children about the mouth of 
the pit. 

Rescue Began in Afternoon. 

Thero wore calls for axsistance and 
for surgical aid from Ue men in 
charge of the mine, but it was not 
until 4 o’clock in the afternoon that 
the first attempt at rescue was ipade. 
This was a failure, as the two wen 
who volunteered to go down were 
driven back by the foul air. 

Shortly after 5 o'clock Selwyn 
Titylor, a mine expert, and one of 
his assistants, signalled for the engi- 
necr to lower them into. the shaft. 
Taylor is still down there and alive,

“Ihe 
Dutch colonists, from the Cape to the 
Limpopo, have offered the natives no 
other choice than that between slav- 
ery and extermination. Of German 
rule in Africa the case of Carl Peters 
is a sample. Says a recent writer: 
‘In thé Cameroons the Germahs scem 
jto have devoted their energies chiefly 
to the wholesale thrashing of natives, 
Male and female,’and to the repres- 
sion of rebellions that have broken 
out in consequence of this conduct.” 
| Naturally enough, the growth of 
these ‘colonies’ is slow. Germany 
has occupied Togoland,which is near- 
ily half as large as New York State, 
'for a dozon years, and yet its white 
j ulation to-day comprises 
 ontyaiie Germans, six, Frenchmen 
and three Englishmen. She has 
owned for the same ‘time the Cam- 
eroons, a regiOn as large as all the 
; North Atlantic States and Virginian 
‘to boot, yet has there only one hun- 





dred and fifty-seven Germans, thirty- { 


three Englishmen, seventeen Ameri- 
; cans, fifteen Swedes and eight’ other 
white men. In German Sputh- 
‘west Africa, with an area twice 
‘that of all the Northern Atlantic 
States, the white population after 
twelve years is scarcely twelve hun- 


‘The fact is the Anglo-Saxon secms 
to be the one great colonizing race. 

The Latins had the start of it in 
America, but it has immeasurably 
outstripped them. The Dutch and 
Portuguese were the first in South 
Africa, but must now yicld place to 
the’ British. France got the first 
grip upon India, but had to loosen it 
fn favor of her island rival. New 
Zealand and Australia are other ex- 
amples of the marvelous ability of 
this race in founding and developing 
new States. Men of other blood 
come in later, as they came to the 
United States by millions, and made 
admirable citizens; but the pioneers 
are of Anglo-Saxon origin. 

“It is a strong, proud race, some- 
times arrogant and domincering, but 
on the whole both just and generous. 
It has established in every_uuarter 
of the globe such an empire, political, 
commercial and intellectual, us no 
other in this.or any day has ever 
dreamed of, covering six times the 
area of the Roman Empire at its 
greatest, and comprising one-third of 
the whole population of the globe. 
And with all this achieved, it is still 
so fresh and vigorous and full of vit- 
al energy that every would-be rival 
seoms weak and decaying in compar- 
ison with it. It has played a great 
part in the history of the list’ cen- 
tury. It will dominate the doings 
of the century to ‘cémv.""

tails of ten years of Anglo-Indian ad- 
ministration are of acharacter which 
no Englishmin can read ,without 
prido in the governing capacity of 
his race, or without satisfaction in 
the thought that this capacity has 
been continually exerted in prompt- 
ing the happincss of subject peoples, 
in sccuring to them at once the blese- 
ings of liberty and of order, in pro- 
moting their industry and material 
prosperity, and in educating them to 
take a constantly increasing part in 
the management of their own muni- 
cipal affairs. Tho increase of popula- 
tion has indeed been seriously check- 
ed, but the extension of irrigation 
has added enormous tracts of land te 
those previously under cultivation, 
and, especially when taken in conjuc- 
tion with the extension of railways, 
aflords the best possible. sccurity 
against famines‘ as consequences of 
dry seasons in future. The dificul- 
ties which were brought about by the 
steady depreciation of the rupee have 
been successfully encountered, and the 
adoption of a new monctary system 
has enabled the Government to con- 
duct. its financial transactions with- 
out uncertaiaty ana wiinuus evra, 
and to bear the heavy expenditure 
incidental to famine charges and to 
little wars. The internnl organta- 
tion of the native or protected Stat- 
ea bas In the meantime been improw 
ed, and there have been many indi 
cations of the increasing degree in 
which tho native rulers and the na- 
tive nobility have como to regard 
themselves as members of the great 
Dritish community, and aa being in- 
terested, equally with ourselves, im 
all that contributes to its greatness. 
The English as conquerors and rul- 
era of India have now outlived the 
time at which they could be looked 
upon as aliens, and may fairly claim 
to be regarded as the natural repre 
sentatives of the great dynasty whose 
place they have taken.

DAKOTA AND ‘THE COW. 


Results ef the Substitution ef Dals 
ries For Wheat Fields, \ 

While some of the lands in the, drier 
sections of the Dakotas are selling, for 
niuch more than they will ever be 
worth for farming purposes, the great: 
er part of her moister lands are not 
“selling too high, and there are perce 
reasons why they are not. 

The secret of some of the reasons 
for the state's remarkable progress 14 
told by O,. M. Osborne of Howard, onc 
of the shrewdest observers in” South 
Dakota. : =. 

“When I came to South Dakota eler- 
en years ago,” saya Mr. Osborne, “this 
section of the state was an exclusive 
wheat country.. Farmers kept one oz 
two cows, often not making enougt 
butter for the family table. One woukl 
rarely we a herd of cattle or a flock 
of sheep in a day's drive. Wheat 
fields, acres and miles of them, stretch- 
ed away on every band. The invaria- 
ble result of planting the same crop 
on the same land year after year was 
aggravated by the series of dry sen- 
tons and by declining prices. With 
his income cut off or reduced the furm- 
er was driven to mortgage his land. 
Many of thein Jost their homes, Oth- 
ers struggled along under loads of 
debts that were almost hopeless. The 
mortgage shark and the machine fiend 
made life a burden to them. 

“Then the cow came and rescued the 
farmer. A few at first turned their at- 
tention to home dalrying. They pros- 
pered, and others followed their ex- 
ample. Tlerds began to dot the land- 
seupe, living, sleek and fat, on the 
tich grasses which had hitherto gone 
up In smoke from the prairie fire: 
which at intervals swept over the 
plain. Creameries were built, aud 
herds multiplied, From small begin- 
nings the dairy quickly became onc of 
the leading Industries of the state. 
Mark the results Lands which were 
sold under mortgage foreclosure a few 
Sears back for $4‘to $F per acre, with 
the judgment creditur usually the only 
bidder, are eagerly sought after at $15 
to $25 per acre, and contented farmers 
are reaching out after adjoining quar- 
ters every where.”—Dakota Farwer, 





A_Valuable Discovery. 

The Wisconsin agricultural experi- 
ment station has discovered the talua- 
ble fact that cheese cured jn an atmos- 
phere of low temperature sustains a 
far Iéss shrinkage than the cheese cured 
in warmer atmosphere. The discovery 
is valuable to cheese making through- 
out the country, By its application 
manufacturers may put thelr product 
through the process of ripening and 
sostain a far Iess loss by shrinkage 
than when the ordinary atmosphere ix 
used, Asa result of the discovery cold 
Storage places are so constructed I? 
connection with cheese factories that 
thé temperature can be easily governed. 
and in these the cheese will be ripencd. 
Underground storage places can be 
built at comparatively small expense. 
The results of the experiments are cou- 
tained jn a bulletin just issued by the 
university agricultural station. 





Only two or three English cheeses 
are now imported in large quantities, 
and the so called English dairy cheese 
is a native Ainerican product, Mean- 
while enormous quantities of American 
cheese are exported to Great Britain, 
Some English cheese makers, following 
the lead of Americans, perbaps, put up 
thelr products in jars. The sale of 
cheese in small jars and niall pack- 
ages has grown to be @ great Industry 
in the United States, for the cheese 
thus prepared is convenient and ex- 
tremely palatable, 

German and Swiss cheeses—Limbur- 
ger, for instance—are imitated bere, 
though less successfully than some 
others, The American made Neufcha- 
tel is @ satisfactory product and Is 
eaten In large quantities, Ano Ttallan 
cheeses, they are ynade witPout any 
pretense of conctalment wherever 
there Is a considerable Itallan quarter, 
though the imitations are not Hked by 
the Italians themse)ves, and cheap Ital- 
jan cheeses are imported in great quan- 
titles. 

Piling Cerd, rf 

My experience {s not to pile high un- 
leas the curd is garry; then we cannot 
pile too high. The first hour in turn- 
ing keep them one high only. By pil- 
ing up too soon after whey is off it 
makes a weak, short bodied cheese, 
Never pile over four blocks high, Turn 
in all thick ends after It has becoine 
well spread out.. By so dolng we de- 
velop the same meaty texture and aci 
through’ the curd, always taking the 
center block of the pile for the top 
block, thereby getting an even temper- 
ature and maturity of the curd. Nev- 
er mill a curd until it has become 
smooth and velvety. It should. take 
froin two and a half to three hours 
from drawing the whey to milling. It 
wilf depend on the acid and. tempera- 
ture the curd has been Iield at.—A. W. 
Parkin In Minnesota Dairy Record.)

Toronto, Jan. 27.—These are sure- 


ly trying times for the operating © 


officiats of railroads. Unsurmouat- 
ablo are the obstacles whith are 
<@laying, and in many cases, hold- 
ing up trains, Complaints are pour- 
ing in from all points to the pie 
trict superintendents, who can only, 
answer, “Passengers should be ‘glad 
to get through to thelr home of des; 
‘tination with safety, If without 
speed. If people would only iake x 
tees moments to consider that the 
extreme cold weather, with snow, 
and wind at different _ times, has 
lnsted about six weeks, they would 
admit the difficulties of the situa- 
tion. One official who arrived In 
the city today, after delng about 
ten days In a continued Blizzard ef 
snow drifts, mid:— ‘Thre general 
public can have litthé idea of tha 
siificulties we have to deal with, 
I have had thirty years’ expcrience 
and [I never witnessed anything 
like {it before.” . 

Continuing be salé:— “You re- 
member a few days ugo it thawed 
rapidly. (Well, the “water washed 
over the road bed and up over the 
rails Then a cold wave struck ws 
and froze up the water and the 
cart would mount the switches and 
ect crosswise. We would about. get 
this difficulty cleared awdy. .w 
it would start to blow and snow, 
and cuts along tho line wouid fill 
up. Along wenld come a train, and 
when the engine struck the snow 
and ice, instead of parting the 
bank of snowdri{t, part of the 
machinery would give out and an- 
other obstacle was.in ‘the path of 
picegress, and so on. We were 
struggling from one difficulty into 
another until we would almost 

ve up In despair. . : ’ 
ah tell you it Is the greatest won- 
der in the world to me that men 
cay be induced ta go out on tho 
road. at any price. There are many. 
funny incidents and one* would 
scarcely believe the following: 
The other day a freight engine got 
stalled with ten cars. There waa 
lots of fire in the Tirebox and yet 
everything 2round it froze up and 
the train crew were forced to tean 
down fence rails and pile them og 
around the firebox and set fire to 


them before the engine could be * 


thawed out.”

_ ADVANTAGES. OF: SILAGE. 





an Important Factor In 
Successful Dairying. Ax 

Professor Eckles says in order to sc 
cure the best results in feeding dairy 
cows it {s generally. considered that 
some food haying that quality known 
as suoculence ig necessary. When on 
pasture the cow, as a rule, does ber 
best, and to make fhe best of winter 
conditions something must be provided 
that has some of the properties. of 
grass, Two-methods are used tq sup- 
ply this necessary quallty—by the use 
of root crops, by the use of silage. 
When attention is given to winter 
dairying silage should by all means be 
provided, as it is undoubtedly * the 
cheapest food for this purpose. ~~ 

There is no way by which the cors 
crop can be used to better advantage 
than by putting it in a silo. Probably 
more fceding value can be secured 
from an acre of corn put into the silo 
than from an equal area. utilized in 
any other way. Silo is always relished 
by cows and furnishes a large part of 
the roughness required In a cheap and 
palatable form. The number of silo: 
in use fs constantly Increasing. espe 
clally in the dairy sections. Silage ly 
also growing in favor as 2 summe? 
feed to supplement pastures. 

The advantages of silage as com- 
pared with field cured fodder have 
been summed up by Professor H. J. 
Waters as follows: 

“The practice of preserving the 
green corn plant in the silo has grown 
rapidly in favor, especially with the 
dairy farmer. It commends itself on 
the ground that— x 

“First.—A large quantity of materml 
may be stored In a comparatively small 
space. 

“Second.—Green and succujent food 
is thereby provided for the winter 
months. 

“Thinl.—The green plant is more pal- 
atable, the coarser parts of the stalk 
belng much more completely consumed 
when made {nto silage. 

“Fourth.—The harvesting Is 
during the pleasant weather In the 
early fall, and the drudgery of han- 
dling dry stover in winter Is obviated. 

“Fifth.—It Is cheaper on the whole 
than to be at the expense of husking 
and grinding the ears and cutting and 
shredding the stover. It docs not ap- 
pear to affect the digestibility of the 
material favorably or unfavorably."

In a paper read at the recent. meet+ 
ing of the Wisconsin Dalrymen’s asso- 
elation C. P. Goodrich gave an agcount 
of his visit to the dairy farms of Fond 
du Lac county, Wis. After stating the 
number of farmers he visited that took 
their milk to creaincrica and giving the 
price thelr milk brought be said: 

I took the statements of twelve pa- 
trons of a cheese factory. This fac- 
tory made cheese the year round and 
pald for milk bf test, and these twelve 
were nearly all that bad patronized 
the factory the whole twelve months. 

These patrons had 172 cows. The 
average cost of fced per cow was 
$29.00; average returns from factory 
for milk, $34.20; average pounds of 
milk per cow, 3,835; average price of 
milk, $8.2 cents per 100 pounds; aver- 
age protit per cow, $4.6), 

There are many persons who wish to 
know whether it Js more profitable to 
patronize a creamery or a cheese fac 
tory. It will be seen that the average 
price of milk at the creamery was 

.2 cents per 100 pounds, while at the 
cheese factory it was 3 cents more. 
This statement is a little misleading, 
for the milk received at the cheese fac- 
tory did not average so high in test as 
that received at the creamery. Four 
per cent milk at the creamery aver- 
aged 54 cents and at the cheese fac- 
tory 92 cents, Possibly this 8 cents 
may make up for the difference In val- 
ue between skim milk and whey. At 
all events, you have the facta as f 
found them. / a 

-Cleam Dairy Utensils. 

In 2 new bulletin fram the Ilinols 
experiment station Prof r Wilber J. 
Fraser says: “One of the first csseu- 
tials in keeping dairy utensils clean is 
to have a’clean surface. This fact 
should be kept in mind when purchas 
ing, and if all seams ore not flushed 
smnooth with solder this should be done. 
As soon as the tin is worn off on tho 
juside, exposing the Iron, the utensils 
should be discarded, for they cannot 
be properly cleaned when in this con- 
dition, All utensils should be washed 
as soon as possible after using, since 
the longer the milk remains on them 
the harder they will be to clean. They 
should first be rinsed with lukewarm 
water to remove the milk, then washed 
with hot water and soap or some alkali 
and sealded whh_ bolling water, or 
with steam {f itis available. Cans 
should never be tightly closed when 
not in use, and should be placed on a 
rack in an inverted position, so that 
the dust cannot blow into them. If 
possible, they should be placed where 
the sun will shine on them, as that will

do much toward keeping them pure 


and sweet.” 
Afr For the Cows, 
If. E. Cook, Denmark, N. Y., holds 


that every dairy barn should be con-" 


structed so ns to-give every cow 500 
cuble feet of alr. 
ought to be thirty-six square feet of 
window to each 5,000 cuble feet of air. 
To one who'ls building a new cow barn 
these ought to be tnken as standard fig- 
ures, One thing Mr. Cook greatly em- 
phasized was plenty of Mght for its 
effect on disease germs. Dark cow 
stables are not uncommon, but accord- 
ing to this experienced and scientific 
speaker they should be banished. :
